The Lindsay Public Library has 
two copies of old Lindsay 
newspapers on display in the 
case just to the right as you en- 
ter the building. They are vol- 
umes one and two of “The 
Daily Post”, October 2nd and 
3rd., 1877. In the paper’s sec- 
ond issue, it was announced 
that henceforth two daily edi- 
tions would be published—the 
regular morning edition and an 
afternoon edition which would 
carry “late telegraph news”. 
Since railroading, or the disap- 
pearance of it in this district, 
is so much in the news at the 
moment, it was interesting to 
note the number of railroads 
advertising for trade in those 
early days. If, for example, 
travellers wished to go to Fen- 
elon Falls from Lindsay in Oct- 
ober 1877, they had a choice of 
four trains out of town every 
day and the same number to 
choose from for the return 
trip... Talk about service! But 
those are just some of the ab- 
sorbing items recorded in the 
papers. .

SOME WILL DISAGREE 
Byer since the Liberals announced some months 


ago that they would, if elected, increase the old age 
pension from $55 per month per person to $75, the 
issue has become a pre-election talking point. The 
other day the Progressive Conservatives took the Ail: 
tiative in a bid for support among the old age pension- 
ers by upping the allowance to $65 per month, com- 
mencing the first of February. Subsequently, the 
Liberals said they would, if they won the next federal 
election, immediately increase the pension to $75. 

This week, Senator Thomas Grerar made some 
observations on the subject which bear repeating. He 
said “some way should be found to avoid putting the 
pensioner on the auction block every time there is an 
election.” But that was not the most significant state- 
ment he made. 

“T am not opposed to old age pensions for those 
who need them,” he said yesterday. “If it is the pension- 
er’s only means of support, then $65, or even $75, is not 
enough.” 

“1 am opposed to paying pensions to those who do 
not need them,” he said. “The millionaire and the 
pauper over 70°can, and do, get them equally today.” 

He said he is “wholly in favor” of a voluntary con- 
tributory scheme — advocted by the Liberal party. 

Some will disagree with Senator Crerar’s re- 
marks but there are many who will not. Forcing pen- 
sions on people who really do not need them is like 
throwing money down the drain and prohibits paying 
an adequate pension to those who are really in dire 
straits.

STOP! eee Killing yourself 


By Peter J. Steincrohn, M.D., F.A.C.P. 


MANAGEMENT OF HIGH 
BLOOD PRESSURE 

Dear Dr, Steincrohn: What 
is meant by the modern treat- 
ment of hilgh blood pressure? 
How does it differ from the 
“old” treatment? Y. 

COMMENT: Nothing is abso- 
lutely new. Neither is it true 


'|that everything old should be 


discarded. The management 
of high blood pressure is no 
exception. Not too many 
years ago the basis of treat- 
ment used to be prescribe a 
new way of life, less work, less 
tension and moderation in all 
things. In addition we pre- 
seribed some phenobarbital to 
quiet the patient, put him on a 
low sodium diet and hoped for 
the best. If the pressure kept 
rising in spite of good medical 
management, we turned the 
patient over to the surgeon for 
sympathectomy operation. 

But during the past 10 years 
or so medicine has produced 
some new wonder drugs in the 
management of hypertension. 
True, we still advocate a mo- 
derate, unruffled type of ex- 
istence — if possible — but 
the newer drugs have practic- 
ally done away with the need 
for sympathectomy. 

Terrifically high pressure 
can often be brought down to 
a respectable level. Even in 
cases which we call malig- 
nant hypertension — where 
there are serious changes in 
the eyes, heart and kidneys — 
these complications have been 
modified by giving the new 
drugs. 


Now, if you suffer from high) 


blood pressure, I’d like you to 
consider this as a warning: 
never take these medicines on 
your own. 

You must constantly be un- 
der a doctor’s supervision so 
that you won’t overdose or un: 
derdose yourself. Keep re- 
membering this.

In moderately severe cases 
your doctor will get good re- 
sults by prescribing only the 
thiazide drugs. ‘These, plus 
diet, plus a new, sensible way 
of life are all that are jeces- 
sary to keep the pressure with- 
in normal bounds, 

But all cases are not so sim- 
ple. He may have to use the 
Rauwolfia drugs in addition. 
And if these two don’t work, 
he may have to give you drugs 
we call ganglion-blocking ag- 
ents and hydralazine, Lately 
there are even some newer 
ones that seem to be of poten- 
tial servicé, called sympathet- 


ic-inhibiting drugs, 
Put them all together and we

have a formidible array of me- 
dical ammunition to keep high 
blood pressure at bay, Of 
course, some of the enemy will 
continue to filter through — 
but its nice to know that the 
docor isn’t as helpless as he 
was years ago in fighting high 
blood pressure.

TRAPS 480 MEN 
An explosion and fire trapped about 480 men in 
a 1200 foot deep coal mine near Saarbrucken, Germany, 
today. Mine officials say at least 80 miners are dead. 
Rescue officials say another 249 men have been res- 
cued—some of them are seriously injured. Rescue 
crews are attempting to blast their way through to 
the 201 miners still trapped in the pit. Authorities fear 
the toll will mount when the rescuers press further 
into the mine, The U.S. Army rushed plasma from a 
nearby hospital base to the mine. Local officials 
recruited the entire air raid organization to aid in 
rescue operations. There has been no explanation as 
to the cause of the explosion which started the fire. 
Mine officials say the dead and injured all apparently 
were in another section of the two and one-half mile 
long mine from where the trapped men are, Off duty 
miners and the families of those in the pit had to be 
restrained as they waited fearfully outside. 
TARGET FOR BOMB 
The Paris home of the French Minister of Culture 
was the target for a terrorist bomb today. Cabinet 
minister and famed writer, Andre Malraux, was not 
at home at the time, but a young girl and an elderly 
woman were said to have been injured in the explosion. 
Malraux was attending a conference called by Presi- 
dent De Gaulle to discuss ways to end the Algerian 
war and how to wipe out the 0.A.S. 
FINDS LITTLE SUPPORT 
Cuba has found little support among the Afro- 
Asian Bloc for a resolution calling on the U.S. to end 
its alleged interference in the domestic affairs of the 
Castro government. The U.N. General Assembly’s main 
political committee meets again today to resume fts 
debate on the Cuban charges of U.S. “aggression.” 
Most of the Afro-Asian nations believe the U.S.-Cuban 
dispute is strictly a Western Hemisphere affair. 
FINAL VOTES TALLIED 
The final votes are being tallied today to deter- 
mine whether Trans-Atlantic Airlines will cut fares 
for people flying the Atlantic route in groups of 26 or 
more on regularly scheduled planes. The issue has been 
the subject of a mail vote conducted by the Inter- 
national Air Transport Association among some 40 
airlines. ‘Under the association’s regulations, any re- 
duction in fares is subject to unanimous agreement, 
among the airlines concerned and their respective 
governments. 
EXPECTED TO CLOSE 
More schools are expected to close today in Sault 
Ste. Marie, Ontario, as a result of the outbreak of. 
influenza. Twenty of Sault Ste. Marie’s primary schools 
have already been shut down. Authorities say more 
than one-third of the city’s 42,000 residents have come 
down with the germ. 
DROPS 15 FEET 
The level of the swollen Wrager River dropped 
at least 15 feet this morning at Quesnel, British Colum- 
bia, 162 persons were evacuated from their flood- 
threatened homes in Quesnel last night. The rige had 
been caused by a massive ice-jam. 
THIRD AND FINAL READING 
Health and Welfare Minister Waldo Monteith says 
third and final reading will be given today to the 
government's legislation to increase old age pensions 
from $55 to $65 a month, Second reading—approyal 
in principle—was giyen the bill last night.

council’s unanimous endorsation 


A $384,000 remote lagoon 
type sewage disposal system 
has been approved by Lind- 
say's Council. Approval came 
with the adoption of two reso- 
lutions presented by Reeve 
Lioyd Found. 

Resolution number one ap- 
proved, called for the Town of 
Lindsay to proceed with the 
expansion and construction of 
a remote lagoon sewage dis- 
posal system as recommended 
by Oliver Lloyd and Associ- 
ates Ltd., consulting engineers 
at an estimated cost of $384,- 
000. 

Resolution two asks the Ont- 
ario Water Resources Commis- 
sion to proceed as the town’s 
agents in the construction and 
maintenance of the system en- 
dorsed by council. 

At the time of presentation 
of these resolutions, Reeve 
Found said that they may not 
meet the approval of members 
of the council, but that if any- 
thing was to be done on the 
matter, it had to be discussed. 

The first resolution was read 
by the Reeve. Councillor 
Hutton, who seconded it, 
stated that the town was just 
getting by with the present sy- 
stem. “This new system is a 
must”, he asserted. 

“For seven years now, we 
have been fighting that pro- 
blem, spending in the neigh- 
bourhood of $15,000 a year to 
repair the present system. We 
can’t keep it operating the way 
it is,’ Councillor Hutton 
stated. 

TWO SYSTEMS 

Councillor Mel DeGroat said 
he had looked into the situa- 
tion and discovered that there 
were two systems of lagoon 
disposal. “What I would like 
to know is which system Lind- 
say has planned to use. It is 
not stated in the resolution, 
and I can’t find it in the report. 

Mr. DeGroat said the two 
types were aerobic and anae- 
robic lagoons. He stated that 
one system is about 40% to 
50% cheaper to operate. 

The report which Mr. De- 
Groat cited, was on the system 
which Saskatoon was installing 
and it stated that there was a 
great difference in operational 
costs. 

Mayor Holtom said that the 
system to be built would be 
a combination of both men- 
tioned by Mr. DeGroat. 

Reeve Found interjected and 
said that nothing would get 
done if the council did not ae- 
cept or reject the first resolu- 
tion. 

Councillor Robert Payne 
said he had a question put to 
him and wondered if anyone 
could answer it. “The person 
who asked it of me, and I 
couldn’t answer it, said he 
wondered how much higher 
the lagoon was than the river 
and if there was any danger of 
flooding?” 

The answer came back that 
the lagoons would be of saucer 


shape with substantial en- 
circling banks known as 
berms, 


The resolution was passed 
by the members of the council, 
Councillor Hutton made a 
short statement to the press 
saying that the council was not 


happy with having to appropri- 


ate this kind of money this 
year, but that it was a neces- 
sity which could not be avoid- 
ed. “We have to have a new 
sewage disposal system and it 
must be this year, We have 
no other choice. I think the 
public ought to know this”. 

The mayor concurred in the 
councillor's remarks. 

The second resolution ap- 
pointing the Ontario Water 
Fesources Commission as the 
town’s agents for the con- 
struction of the system was 
passed at this point. One of 
the main questions raised was 
whether, if the O.W.R.C. were 
to handle construction, would 
the town have any control over 
their work, 

Reeve Found answered the 
question affirmatively. The 
mayor said OWRC would be 
under the direction of Mr. 
Lloyd, the consulting engineer. 
Councillor DeGroat said that if 
the council didn’t like the tinal 
agreement, it didn’t have to 
sign. 

Reeve Lloyd Found outlined 
the procedure which would be 
folowed in paying for the con- 
struction of the system. 

“Two-thirds of the cost will 
be borrowed from the Central 
Mortgage and Housing Cor- 
poration, by special arrange- 
ment with the federal govern- 
ment. The government will, 
by using facility, write off 257% 
of the cost.” 

Mr. Found went on to say 
that the final one-third of the 
cost may be borrowed by the 
issuing of debentures on our 
own, or through the OWRC at 
the same rate as the Provincial 
Government borrows money. 
“This year, it might amount 
to 5% or 5%. The rate changes 
from year to year, and I think 
we would be further ahead to 
take this way.” 


Billiard table 
fees protested 


A study of licenses and fees 
now being made by Town 
Clerk Bud Bates may result in 
some changes in them. 

Mayor Joseph Holtom noted 
that this was in the wind when 
Town Council heard a letter 
from George McCombe ask- 
ing some relief in the fees 
levied on billiard tables. 

Mr. McCombe said in his 
letter he thought the fees were 
too high and Mayor Holtom 
indicated he was inclined to 
agree that they were. He sug- 
gested leaving the matter in 
abeyance until the clerk had 
completed his study.

EDITORIALS.... 


LOW COST HOUSING .... 

Talk about low rental housing in Lindsay — the 
need for it or otherwise—continues to go on, Per- 
haps we should say it continues to drag on. 

The matter of acquiring low rental housing in 
Lindsay has been under consideration for many 
months, applications have been called for at least twice 
and yarious sites have been studied, one being more or 
Jess approved for a 10-unit project. 

A few days ago, “The Post” learned that response 
to the latest appeal for applications had not been great. 
However, if memory serves correct, this is in direct 
contrast to the response which greeted the first call for 
applicants. The first appeal went out long before 
even a tentative site was chosen and then, for some 
reason, the bottom seemed to fall out of the project 
... Very little was heard about it until finally the pro- 
posed Hast Ward site was reported to have been virtu- 
ally accepted. In the wake of this the new request: for 
applicants to register went out and’ response is report- 
ed to have been very disappointing. Could it be that 
the would-be tenants have got tired of waiting for ac- 
tion and, after responding well to the first appeal, 
which seemed to be fruit-less, concluded it was a waste 
of time to make a second bid? Or, and this is possible, 
has the situation more or less resolved by reason of 
the fact that several housing developments have been 
started since, some already being completed? 

It would appear as though there is a definite need 
here for some truly low rental housing — housing 
would fill the needs of the average working man at a 
price he can really afford to pay. The prospects of 
achieving this along the lines now being pursued do 
not look bright. As we have said before, low rental 
housing on an individual house and lot basis seems 
like a remote prospect when today’s land and building 
prices, not to mention taxes, are taken into considera- 
tion. 


A COMMENDABLE REPORT 

Those who listened to the report on Lindsay’s sewage 
disposal problem Monday night could hardly fail to have 
been impressed with its clarity and detail. It was obvious 
that Mr. Lloyd, head of the consultant engineering firm 
of Oliver Lloyd and Asscciates Ltd., was thoroughly fa- 
miliar with the local situation and the various proposals 
he was submitting to remedy the present problem. There 
was no hint of pressure to ‘sell’ any one of the several 
alternative methods c: sewage disposal — The presenta- 
tion set forth in- understandable language, with the 
economic factor interpreted at the local level, told what 
each proposed remedial installation would immediately 
achieve and what its future potential would be. 

However, since the project does represent a major 
expenditure over a period of up to 30 years, we believe a 
little less urgency on council’s part should be display- 
ed in deciding on a course of action. (There was some «alk 
that a resolution be submitted at next Monday night’s 
meeting.) After all, Lindsay has bought one ‘pig in a 
poke’ and still has a bill of around $244,000 to meet in 
connection with it. It is recognized that there is a time 
limit on the available federal grant towards a new or re- 
vamped sewage disposal system and the town will want 
to take advantage of any possible saving. At the same 
time there are one or two important decisions which 
have to be reached and which deserve careful considera- 
fion.. These include such things as the type of system 
to be adopted; who will operate it — province (Ontario 
Water Resources Commission) or town; method of finan- 
cing, etc. 

In connection with financing, we recall some time ago, 
when the Lindsay Water Commission was going to deben- 
ture for its new filtration plant, Chairman Maurice Col- 
lins pointed out that the accepted method of retiring a 
debenture debt in Lindsay was not the most economical. 
He showed a that time, where a sizeable chunk of money 
could be saved by another method. Council should ex- 
plore such things as this. Then, to, there is the all-import- 
ant matter of how the meney to meet the debentures will 
be raised. As was pointed out at the meeting, this can be 
done by (a) a straight tax levy against property; (b) on a 
frontage basis; (c) by an extra charge to the water com- 
sumer or (d) a combination of any or all of these methods. 

These, we believe, are some of the things which 
should be decided and made perfectly clear to the people 
of Lindsay before proceeding. 


ROSEDALE BUSINESS PEOPLE 
RIGHTFULLY CONCERNED... 

In recent days readers have heard two sides of 
the Rosedale bridge story . . . One from the Ontario 
Highways Dept. relative to its plans for replacing the 
present structure and the other from a businessman 
who has been established at Rosedale for several years. 
The latter was rightly concerned about any threat to 
his business and that of others in the area. No one 
likes to build up a trade and then see it jeopardized 
through no fault of their own. 

A very disturbing factor in the situation at Rose- 
dale is the allegation of the businessman—Hugo Beall— 
that an early petition, channelled through local author- 
ities to the provincial level, has gone unrecognized. 
Surely the petitioners are entitled to a proper hearing in 
this matter. After all they may have been able to sug- 
gest an alternative plan for removing the traffic bottle- 
neck created by the present bridge without adversely af- 
fecting anyone. 

While considerable attention is being given to 
providing clearance for boats using the Trent Canal 
System at this point, the main cause of traffic tie-ups 
has not been boats at all—It has been the fact that the 
present bridge is a one-lane affair and traffic at one 
approach must wait until that at the other has cleared. 
No doubt highways designers have considered the needs 
of the situation from all sides in the light of modern 
traffic demands but must everything be ‘super’... 
+... must the natural scenic routes through our tourist 
region yield to overpasses, underpasses and bypasses? 
Why shouldn’t places like Rosedale preserve their natur- 


al beauty, even at the expense of slowing down traffic 
a bit?

in the sudden upswing in accident nates during the 

winter months according to the All Canadian Insurance 

Wederation. : 

The difference between winter and summer driv- 
ing are similar to those between ice skating and roller 
skating. The basic skill is the same — it is the tech- 
nique that is different. The Wederation, which repre- 
sents more than 220 Canadian fire, casulty and auto- 
mobile insurance companies, offers these tips from ex- 
pert drivers for the overcoming of {reacherous winter 
conditions, 

(1) To avoid skidding—avoid sudden changes in accele- 
ration or deceleration, When stopping or slow- 
ing down on a slippery surface, “pump” the brakes 
rather than jam them on, This is accompllsh- 
ed by intermittently pressing the brake pedal down 
quickly until the brakes just begin to hold and then 
quickly releasing the pedal, Repeated pumping 
will slow or stop the car safely and surely with a 
minimum of skidding. 

(2) When skidding does occur—steer In the direction 
in which the rear end is skidding. As the car 
begins to straighten out, straighten the front 
wheels also. Do not over-steer, Turning the 
steering wheel too far whips the rear end In a skid 
in the opposite direction, Above all, keep the 
clutch engaged or the selector lever in the “drive” 
range. Moderate acceleration may also help the 
driver in regaining control. 


SOME JOURNALISTIC STANDARDS MAY BE WRONG 

In this issue we resume reports on the survey of 
Washington state’s 117 weekly newspapers as carried 
out by the School of Communications of the University 
of Washington, 

This series has exploded at least one dearly held 
abstract conception of the journalistic process in every 
article, 

Now the survey result would seem to suggest that the 
desire for acurate, objective reporting of facts “with- 
out fear or favor” is talked about substantially more 
than it is actually used in everyday practice. 

We hesitate to pass judgment on the situation. 

It is easy to condone the practice of slanting or sup- 
pressing news in the interests of community harmony 
and to avoid harming individuals. On the other hand 
it could be justifiably pointed out that slanting for such 
generous motives can easily be the first stage toward 
slanting for less admirable ones. 


Why not take another look at the situation there, 
hearing the petition of those who fear they stand to 
lose much of what they have built up over the years by 
reason of a radical traffic lane departure? It won’t 
add anything to the cost of what is ultimately decided 
on. 

LET COMMON SENSE PREVAIL ‘ : 

About a week ago, a Lindsay real estate agent let it 
be publicly known that he had received an order from 
the town’s zoning administrator telling him he mustn’t 
do business from his home any longer. In the mean- 
time it has come to light that the agent has ben advised 
to ignore the notice because some modifications in the 
zoning bylaw, especially as it applies to “‘old’ Lindsay, 
are in the making, 

Actually, there are many types of business which, 
if carried on from the home, are not obnoxious to any- 
one, Lindsay has several of them and in most cases 
they are being operated by self-employed individuals .. . 
They aren’t asking for anything except the right to earn 
their living without interfering with the right of others 
and without being interfered with, 

Common sense has to be used in considering these 
situations and it isn’t always either expedient or advis- 
able to enforce the law to the letter, We hope sensible 


modifications of the zoning byaw will be effected in the 
near future. 


ALL THE TOWN HAS TO DO 
NOW IS TO PAY FOR IT... 

The die is cast for the construction of an entirely 
new sewage disposal system for Lindsay and the event- 
ual disbandonment of the present plant. In addition, the 
fown Is going right out of the Sewage disposal business — 
The whole new project will be entirely under the super- 
vision of the Ontario Water Resources Commission (the 
government) even to its operation when completed . . . 
All the town has fo do is pay for it, 

Lindsay's Council passed two resolutions at its first 
February meeting, one to proceed with the construction 
of a $384,000 lagoon sewage treatment system and the 
other turning over the undertaking to the OWRG, a pro- 
vincial government organization which will do everything 
in connection with it, including the selection of the 
site, except finance it. 

It is estimated that if the financing of the new plant 
were charged entirely to the property owner, it would 
affect the prsent rate by between two and three mills an- 
nually for 30 years unless, of course, a shorter deben- 
ture issue is decided upon. In that case the annual cost 
would be somewhat higher, 

There are, of course, other methods of paying for 
the new system and one suggestion is that the cost, or part 
of it, be charged to water users, A frontage charge could 
also be worked out. This is something which will have 
to be determined! shortly. 

When the new system was approved, we couldn't help 
but reflect on the fact that those people in southeast 
Lindsay, who are still not served by sewers, will shortly 
be helping to pay for their second Sewage disposal sy- 
stem. It was also somewhat surprising to note that not 
once during the discussion of Sewage disposal systems 
was any mention made of extending sewer service fo 
the area referred to, This may, of course, come up later, 
but if provision is not made for taking care of that section 
of Lindsay in this new system, some justifiable protests 
may be heard. Shouldn’t the Ontario Water Resources 
Commission be concerned with a ‘total’ sewage disposal 
system for the town and not another set-up which will still 
leave part of it out in the cold?

To prevent damage to your} 
trees and shrubs this winter, |S 
there are several precautions 


that you can take. Here are; 
some suggested by horticultur- 
ists of the Ontario Department| 
of Agriculture. 

After a fall of snow, many of} 
the evergreens in the garden 
are bent down under the 
weight of snow that has accum- 
ulated on the branches. Don’t 
leave it there to freeze. Take a 
stick and gently shake the) 
branches. This will prevent| 
them from becoming perman-| 
ently misshapen and also helps} 
to avoid damage , from high} 
winds ! 

Don’t forget the hedge while 
you are at this job. Snow will 
build up on the flat top of a) 
hedge and should be removed. 

Snow should be removed! 
gently. Needles and twigs are 
often partially frozen and brit- 
tle. 

Damage from ice storms is 
hard to prevent. Bunt you can 
take a few ovrecautions with 
more susceptible trees such as 
the Silver Birch or Willow, if] 
they are not too tall. Give them 
some support either in the} 
form of a good stake, or attach 
three wires to.the tree at 120 
degrees angle from each other.| 
This will give support from 
three sides. Be sure to wrap! 
something around the wires! 
where they come in 
with the tree. Failure to do 
this will damage the bark.

It is reported that 
over $10,000 worth of food 
and meats were lost in the fire. 
Clothing and furniture in “he 
Vanwieringen apartment were 
also destroyed. No figure has 
been definitely set, but a 
Bowmanville OPP officer said 
it would probably run in the 
neighbourhood of $40,000. The 
hotel was unoccupied at the 
time of the fire. 


NO DEFINITE CAUSE 
Although the cause is not 
definitely known, there is a 
report that hydro wires 
outside the village snapped 
and fell across telephone wires 
causing a short in all telephone 
services connected to that line. 


MYSTERIOUS INCIDENTS 

Many mysterious incidents 
took place in and around the 
village. Some of the people 
reported that their phones 
went dead about 10 minutes 
to eight this morning. Others 
say the telephone crackled 
and even hissed. 
- Flash fires were the results 
in some homes. Neil Curtis, 
who lives about a mile-and-a- 
half south of Pontypool, said 
there was a snap and when he 
went to look, the phone and 
wall were burned. Across the 
road at the residence of 
George Van Dam, the phone 
blew up and ignited the cur- 
tains. : 

One. of the volunteer fire- 
men-in the village said tele- 
phone poles in the village were 
smouldering and even on fire. 
“There were even flames surg- 
ing along the wires’, he re- 
lated. 
ALL SAFE 

The 
was evacuated safely but all 
their belongings were destroy- 
ed. The smoke from the build- 
ing was spotted by a store own- 
er across the street who said 
he ran to get his small fire ex- 
tinguisher. “However, by the 
time I got into the building, 
the upstairs was a mass of 
flame. My son started down 
the street for the first truck”, 
he said. 

The Orono Fire Brigade came 
to the scene, but efforts to 
save the building were useless. 
Several trucks of water were 
Tushed in, but they were used 
for protecting the neighbour- 
ing dwellings. 

CALL FOR HELP 

A call for help was issued 
by the Pontypool volunteers, 
and it was answered by the 
Orono Department. Men from 
all around the district came to 
help in the firefighting action. 

Collin Richardson, owner of 
the garage next door, moved 
all his equipment out uf the 
building. Laverne Curtis had 
the paint blistered on the side 
of his house. Firemen concen- 
trated their efforts on these 
buildings. 

CLEAN UP 

By 11:00 a.m., Ontario Hydro 
crewmen were on the job gath- 
ering up wires which were 
scattered across the ground 
and streets. Windows in some 
buildings were cracked when 
the wires snapped. Hydro em- 
ployees working in the area 
of the fire, declined to specu- 
late on what might have caused 
them to snap.

Well, I put it off because I 
thought if was unnecessary. 
Eventually I went in for the 
eye examination because I was 
having headaches. I suppose 
you've guessed the answer; an 
eye test showed that I have 
glaucoma. Fortunately, with 
drops and other treatment, my 
vision will be saved. But sup- 
pose I had gone on for months 
disregarding the headaches 
and the’ earlier advice of my 
family doctor? I might be half- 
blind by now. I hope you print 


this to help other readers~ 
Mr. M. 

COMMENT: You're a lucky 
man. But it isn’t really luck- 
it’s good sense. If you hadn’t 
followed through, you might 
be walking the tight rope over 
an abyss called total blindness. 

Tt is true that glaucoma 
stands right behind cataracts 
as a cause of blindness in the 
United States, In persons past 
40, there are ahout 1,250,000 
cases of glaucoma. The sad 
part of it is that only about 
one half of these people are 
aware that they have it, 

Everyone past 40 should 
haye a tonometer test to deter- 
mine the eye pressure. It is 
simple and painless, No physi- 
cal examination is complete 
without it. And don’t wait for 
headaches, blurring of vision 
(especially side vision) and eye

heard so many pros and cons 
about the value and dangers of 
fluoridation that I’m confused. 
How do you feel about it?—

Miss Dorothy Young reports 


on World Council of Churches 


Just recently returned from 
New Delhi, India, where The 
World Council of Churches was 
in session for 17 days, Miss 
Young shared some of her 
experiences there with United 
Church Women at their Pres- 
byterial held in Queen Street 
Church, 


She described New Delhi as 
a modern city with the kind 
of buildings that belong to the 
Mast, built around a court-yard, 
the kind of contrast that is 
found in India with the way of 
poverty that is theirs. People 
were moved to compassion by 
the very need that is found 
there. However, she said “Tt 
will not be long before India 
will take its place among the 
nations stronger than it has 
ever been”. 

Who were there? Clergyman 
and laymen from all parts of 
the world, representatives of 
the press, and the staff of the 
World Council of Churches. 

She said, “We heard about 
social changes that were tak- 
ing place and about the 
clashing of forces - and we had 
them right there in sessions. 
There was talk of marching 
nations who are just coming 


to the fore. There was talk 
about the explosion of the 
population, about displaced 


people and we wondered what 
Was in the minds of the people 
from Hong Kong where there 
are hundreds of thousands of 
refugees pouring in. The 
church there has worked with 
government agencies to meet 
the needs of these people and 
by so doing has taken on a 
new vitality, She talked with 
Women from Japan. Less than 
1% are Christians in Japan. 
Yet these women were asking, 
‘What are you doing in Canada 
to meet the needs of the 
people?’ 

“We heard much,” Miss 
Young went on to say, “about 
the threat of nuclear war, and 
what were the priorities con- 
fronting us? 

“You have about 23 new 
churches having been received, 
bringing the number up to 198 
from different parts of the 
world. There were Russian 
churches, Russian Orthodox 
bringing 169 million people 
into the fellowship. There were 
churches from Africa and 
young new churches applying 
for membership. They were 
Tight across the bounds of 
political divisions. They be- 
lieve that as Christians we 
have enough in common tha 
we may go forward together. 


“There was the integration 
of the International Missionary 
Council and the World Council 
of Churches. We no longer 
have a W.M.S. and this merg- 
ing was just what went on at 
New Delhi, Many of the same 
problems were being dealt 
with in both cases. The pam- 
phlet we used last year, ‘Jesus 
Christ the Light of the 
World’ will give some idea of 
what it was all about. ‘his 
theme was developed in the 
Bible study groups. Pastor 


Niemoller kept before us the) 


thought that somehow we are 
being called to reflect the 
Light of Jsus Christ. Is the 
church adequate for this? Are 
we prepared to let Him govern 
our way? It is His life, not our 
own, that we are being called 
fo reflect. The world has a 
right to expect from the 
church that they live in solidar- 
ity, help the needy, struggling 
for a responsible society, re- 
placing racial discrimination 
by co-operation, resisting the 
vicious circle of nuclear war, 
We must witness in the dark 
places of the world to service 
and untiy. This is our common 
calling. That is why the church 
must learn to use the small 
groups where we sit alongside

A survey is underway in 
Victoria County in an effort 
to establish the costs of welfare 
services in each municipality. 
This was confirmed by County 
Clerk Frank Weldon today.

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Demonstration plot experiments 
planned by Crop Improvement Assoc. 


Several demonstration plot 
experiments are being lined up 
for the coming season by the 
Victoria Crop and Soil Im- 
provement Association. Plans 
for the experiments were for- 
mulated at a directors meeting 
in Lindsay. 

The association intends to 
try the island seeding method 
of establishing birdsfoot on 
rough pastures. By this meth- 
od the farmer plows two or 
three small areas of his per- 
manent pasture, fertilizes and 
seeds with eight pounds of 
birdsfoot and four pounds of 
timothy seed. 


This is designed to establish 
the birdsfoot over an unplow- 
able pasture by spreading 
seeds with the droppings. 
GRASS SOD 


They also intend to carry on 
a demonstration of strengthen- 
ing grass sod with high nitro- 
gen fertilizer. Grass pastures, 
where there is still a good 
stand of grass, can be made 
more productive by broadcast- 
ing this fertilizer. 

Variety demonstrations, con- 
tinue to be the most fertile 
method of introducing new var- 
jeties, will also be tried. 

The plots may vary from a 
drill width to one acre and 


resistance, maturity, strength 
of straw and yield. 

Two methods of weed control 
in corn will be carried on, In 
the first adjacent one-quarter 
plots will be set out. Costs, 
weed count corn yields and 
maturity will all be noted. 

The other will be pre-emerg- 
ence weed control with atra- 
zine or other chemicals.

Nearly everyone who has an 
outdoor thermometer takes 
atleast apeak at it after a 
really chilling night and then 
they start comparing notes.

It’s a strange fact, but one 
will rarely come across two 
people who get the same re- 
sults from their thermometers 
... They just don’t seem to ar- 
rive at the same reading. 

This, of course, may be influ-| 
enced to some degree by those 
who are prone to exaggerate. 
These characters slip outside 
after a bitterly cold night, 
take an accurate reading of 
the thermometer and then, rea- 
lizing no one has observed 
them, add a degree or two just 
to make the impact of their an- 
nouncement on how cold'it was, 
more pronounced. 


Observing the effect of their 
little exageration on the family 
circle, they decide to stick with 
the story when they get to the 
job and that’s the begining of 
a lot of arguments. It prob- 
ably was the beginning of hav- 
ing official temperature read- 
ings made on the part of the 
Dominion Meterological Office 
in various towns and cities ac- 
ross Canada. 


Lindsay used to have a wea- 
ther data recording station 
with a federally-appointed ob- 
server but lately it hasn’t been 
heard of. A mighty handy ar- 
rangement it was too. . .It 'serv- 
ed to settle a lot of arguments 
about how cold it was, how 
much snow or rain fell, and so 
forth. When it was in opera- 
tion, everyone took their own 
temperature reading, made a 
mental note of it and then 
looked for the official reading 
in the paper that night. This 
prevented a lot of hard feelings 
among neighbours who some- 
times got quite put out if one 
questioned the accuracy of 
another’s thermometer. 


The coming of the official 
recording station did a lot to 
enlighten people on the proper 
way to arrive at an accurate 
temperature reading. Actual- 
ly, a rather special sort of 
house had to be constructed so 
that the thermometer wouldn’t 
be subjected to anything but 
air circulation - no sunlight, no 
direct wind, rain, snow or what- 
have-you that might prevent 
getting a true air temperature 
reading. Most people aban- 
doned the idea of making such 
a scientific study of the prevail- 
ing temperatures and were 
quite happy to abide by the 
‘official’ reading when they 
realized what was involved. 


Now that the ‘official’ read- 
ings are apparently no longer 
available here, the whole mer- 
ry-go-round has started again.

Turnip field care 
about the same 
as potatoes 


Turnip costs are about four 
times those for spring grain 
due largely to high machinery 
use in land preparation and 
high labor use in summer 
work and harvesting, But cash 
outlay may not be high. So 
reports Dr. H. L. Patterson, 
Head of the Farm Economics 
and Statistics Branch, Ontario 
Department of Agriculture, 
after a recent study on turnip 
production costs in Ontario, 

The study included 193 
fields of turnips grown in the 
main shipping areas of On- 
tario, He found that labor 
requirements are about the 
same as for potatoes, and about 
10 times that of cereal crops. 

“The average profit margin 
of 29% over measurable costs 
is sufficient to justify the crop 
as a main farm enterprise in 
areas of suitable soil, climate, 
and marketing facilities,” re- 
ports Dr. Patterson. 

He feels that as long as the 
crop can be handled with the 
regular farm labor and equip- 
ment, the gross returns per 
acre are sufficient to make 
the crop a Satisfactory secon- 
dary enterprise even on small 


acreages, 
“Profitable production is 
based on marketing a sub- 


stantial part of the crop, and 
Salvaging the remainder as 
livestock feed. Few growers 
Were able to keep their costs 
below the feeding value of 18 
cents per bushel, 

He noticed in the study that 
net returns from turnip grow- 
ing improved as; acreage per 
farm increased; sales per acre 
increased; labor requirements 
decreased; and crop value per 
dollar invested improved. 
While strength in each of these 
factors tended to improve 
earnings, weaknesses in any 
one was serious,

The number of persons reg- 
istered for unemployment in- 
surance in Victoria County for 
the month of January 1962 
shows a decline of 18 over the

These figures were released 
Thursday afternoon by C.C. 
MeFarquhar of the Nationai 
Employment Office in Lindsay 
He said that in the month of 
January 1962, there were 627 
males and 286 females regis- 
tered for unemployment. 
“This compares favourably 
with the January 1961 total of 
716 males and 315 femules”. 
he commented. 
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The total shows 913 persons 
unemployed this year as com- 
pared to 1,081 in 1961, 

Mr. MeParquhar said that 
much of this decline is due to 
the campaigning of newspap- 
ers and the Winter Works Pro- 
gram, “I think this has help- 
ed greatly to bring about the 
large decline in the ranks of 
the unemployed”, he said. 

The comparison with De- 
cember 1961 shows a steady 
number of female unemployed 
286, while males increased

Says pedestrian not getting break 
when it comes to snow removal 


Lindsay, Feb. 2, 1962. 
The Editor, 
The People Write, 
The Lindsay Post. 
Dear Sir: 


One of the favorite topics of 
conversations during coffee 
breaks in Lindsay this week 
has been snow removal (the 
lack of it) from Lindsay’s side- 
walks. The subject has pro- 
duced a certain amount of spe- 
culation. Should the citizens 
clean their own walks or 
should the town take care of 
this chore for them? And so 
forth. 


I can recall when the Board 
of Works contracted with own- 
ers of horses to snow plow the 
streets. These contract were 
given to owners of horses in 
the East, North and South 
Wards and the cleaning of 
streets was left to the good 
judgment of the operators. 
Today it is doubtful if an own- 
er of a team of horses can be 
found in town. The result is 
that the clearing of snow-cover- 
ed walks becomes a problem 
for the Board of Works. 


Owners of motor cars are 
well looked after and Lindsay 
streets are generally kept in 
good shape, but pedestrians do 
not appear to be treated with 
the same care and attention. 


This week many walks were 
filled with snow and citizens 
were forced to use the roads. 
The walking has been quite 
dangerous especially when 
cars slipped so close that Mr. 
or Mrs. Citizen or some school 
child had to step into banks of 
snow rather than risk being 
knocked down. 

One coffee sipper had an- 
other beef. He was loud in 
his denunciation of the man- 
ner in which the road plow 
shoves piles of snow against 
the curbs at intersections. 
Once again pedestrians came 
fout on the short end as they 
have had to step over icy 
mounds onto the road and 
many a citizen has slipped and 
fallen at intersections. 

It is admitted that the Board 
of Works has a problem but 
the suggestion has been ad- 
vanced that this department 
should employ more men dur- 
ing the winter months and 
serve pedestrians as well as 
motorists. It has further been 
suggested that Town Council, 
instead of making a contem- 
plated expenditure of $5,700 
for an obsolete hunk of scrap 
iron (a steam locomotive) 
might invest the money in 
clearing sidewalks in Winter 
months.

cause? Perhaps they’ye been|Mr. K. 
thought to be due to sension| Dear Dr. Steincrohn;: I 


or have been called migraine 
headaches. However, no treat- 
ment seems to help. 

Or, have you been having in- 
digestion lately that comes on 
for a few days and disappears 
only to return within a week 
or two? All X rays and other 
diagnostic tests for stomach 
functions have been negative. 
Nothing seems to help either 
in prevention or cure? 

Or, have you been suffering 
from pesky colds that hang 
on? You can’t understand 
where and why you get them 
when everyone else around 
you if free from the darn 
things. 

As I have suggested here a 
number of times, always con- 
sider the possibility of allergy 
when you can’t put your fin- 
ger on the diagnosis. More 
and more doctors are begin- 
ning to suspect allergy when 
they deal with stubborn con- 
ditions which don’t respond to 
ordinary care. For example, 
consider these letters: 

Dear Dr. Steincrohn: I’ve 
suffered from headaches for 
years, Nobody ever helped 
me. Then I went to a doctor 
who, like a detective, waced 


my headaches to chocolate. 
Since I cut out my chocolate 
cakes, my chocolate ice-cream 
sodas and cocoa, I haven't had 


thought I had! an ulcer for 
gestion that would come quite 
often. Nothing helped until a 
new doctor discovered that I 
was allergic to chicken. Since 
then my stomach has been he- 
having fine. Mrs. W. 

And so if goes, I have seen 
many such patients. Always 
consider the possibility of aller- 
gy when diagnosis, treatment 
and results dont jibe. 

BMR or PBI? 

Dear Dr. Steincrohn: I would 
like to know which is the more 
accurate, the basal metahelism 
/test or the protein-bound io- 
dine for thyroid trouble. My 
doctor suggested that I take the 
BMR but I’ve heard that the 
mefabolism fest is not accur- 
ate, Mrs. FP. 

COMMENT: The doctor can 
often make the diagnosis of 
under or over-active thyroid 
without any test. This is es- 
pecially true in advanced hyp- 
erthyroidism; and in patients 
with myxoedema, in whom the 
thyroid is stumbling along in- 
efficiently.

Mayor seeks legislation 
to change town plan 


Mayor Joseph C. Holtom 
said Friday that he had sent 
a request to the Department of 
Municipal Affairs asking for 
some legislation for changing 
the official town plan, 

Mayor Holtom said that at 
fhe present time, there is no 
such legislation and the town 
is stuck with the plan laid out 
in 1958. 

His worship revealed that 
during a recent visit, R. 8. Ro- 
berts of the Community Plan- 
ning Branch of the Depart- 
ment of Municipal Affairs, 
branded Lindsay's plan ‘too 
rigid, too inflexible and obso- 
lete.’ He told a joint meeting 
of the Lindsay Council and 
the Lindsay Area Planning) 
Board that this plan would 
have to be changed, not just re- 
vised, but an entirely new one 
drafted. He stated, however, 
fhat no legislation is in effect

Mayor Holtom stated that 
the town plan cannot be 
changed. ‘The way it is now, 
the plan is there and we can’t 
change’ it”; he stated. The 
mayor went on to say that if

Loss of hair seems to be a 
common problem.

We know that some women 
lose hair after giving birth. 
Usually, the hair grows back 
within 3-6 months. Others 
may have hair loss after an ill- 
ness with high fever. Still 
others lose their hair when 
they enter their menopause. 

The doctor will go on the in- 
vestigative trail. Home per 
manents are sometimes the 
cause. In others, heredity is 
the source of the trouble, Hair 
that is too dry or too oily if a 
factor. The doctor can pre- 
scribe for these conditions. 
Brush-type hair rollers and too 
vigorous brushing may be tact- 
ors, Too much traction on the 
hair should not be used-as in 
the ponytype style. 

The most important part of 
treatment relates to the care of 
the general health. Get suffi- 
cient sleep and eat well. 
Rather than worry and wonder 
see your doctor and let him 
find the cause and institute 
treatment.

BE PUT OFF 

The U. S. and Britain have proposed to the Soviet 
Union that a summit meeting be put off until progress 
has been made with disarmament talks, The proposal 
was carried in notes from President Kennedy and Prime 
Minister Macmillan delivered this morning to Soviet 
Premier Khrushchev.

West Berlin police say the Russian Berlin Gom- 
mandant evaded an American ban and drove into West 
Berlin today through a British Sector crossing point. 
The U-S has forbidden Colonel Andrei Solovyey from 
using the American check-point on the Berlin boyder. 
STREET FIGHTING . 

Heavy street fighting was reported in the Algerian 
City of Oran this morning after at least 44 plastic 
bombs went off earlier in the day. Reports reaching 
Algiers say Moslem demonstrations were firing on 
French troops. The reports say at least two persons 
have been killed and six wounded in the clashes. The 
bomb blasts were centered mostly in the Moslem 
quarter. There has been no immediate indication of 
how many casualties resulted from the explosions. 
AT LEAST FRIDAY 

U.S. attempts to orbit Marine Colonel John Glenn 
appear likely to be postponed until at least Friday. 
A new storm in the recovery area in the Atlantic is 
blamed for the latest postponement. Glenn was to 
haye been rocketed out of Cape Canaveral this morn- 
ing but, once again, unsatisfactory weather conditions 
in the Atlantic prevented the shot. 
42TH ANNIVERSARY 

Red China and Russia celebrated the 12th anniver- 
sary of their Treaty of Alliance today—but some cracks 
appeared in the wall of their proclaimed solidarity. 
Only two important Chinese officials attended a rally 
to honor the treaty last night. However, there also was 
plenty of talk about the treaty, and Russian-Chinese 
friendship. Broadcasts by Peiping radio and the New 
China News Agency quoted an official of the National 
People’s Congress as saying that western efforts to 
exploit the split were “all in yain.”

Four Brantford, Ontario, men have been commit- 
ted to trial for selling meat unfit for human consump- 
tion. The group includes the recently suspended 
director of Brant County Health Unit’s Food Control 
and Sanitation Department, a butcher, a farmer and an 
operator of a dead animal receiving plant. The men, 
arrested following a five-month R-C-M-P investigation, 
elected trial by judge and jury. 
APPROVES CONSTRUCTION 

The City of Montreal has approved construction of 
a building which, when completed, will be the tallest 
in the commonwealth. The city’s Permits Department 
gave the go-ahead signal to the place Victoria-St. 
Jacques Company, Incorporated, to build the 51-storey 
skyscraper. The project, which with two similar tow- 
ers planned to follow will be the largest office complex 
in the world. 
UNIVERSITY POPULATION INCREASES 

The University population throught Canada in- 
creased last year with the Atlantic Provinces leading 
the way.

Last year Ontario farmers 

raised corn yields to the all 

_ time high average of 73.4 
bushels per year. This is an 
increase of neraly 15 bushels 
per acre over the previous ten 
year average. 

In spite of the high yield in 
1961 some field crops special-| 
ists with the Ontario Depart- 
ment of Agriculture feel it 1s) 
possible that some farmers can 
raise their corn yield. They 
say these may help: 

© Corn requires good, well- 
darined soil. Shallow, poorly- 
drained soil should be kept in 
sod. 

e Plow under a good sod 
for corn. A heavy alfalfa sod 

_ will supply up to 100 pounds 
of actual nitrogen per acre 
for corn. A grass sod with 
little or no legumes present 
will supply very little nitrogen. 
Plowing under corn stalks will 
tob the soil of nitrogen. This 
means adding extra nitrogen 
if you grow corn on corn. 

@ Prepare a good seedbed, 
but don’t work the field any 
more than necessary. A pow- 
dery seedbed may cement over 
with heavy rains. This forms 
a crust over the roots, and pre- 
vents penetration of air and 
soil and reduces yields. 

@ Select adapted hybrid 
varieties. Don’t stretch the 
season, but choose a variety 
that will mature every year. 
Pick Hybrids suited to your 
area from “1961 Ontario Hy- 
brid Corn Performance Trials”

e Fertilizer requirements 
are best determined by ‘soil 
testing, a band application of 
200 pounds of 8-16-16 or the 
equivalent is always needed, 
Take precautions to place the 
fertilizer two inches below and 
two inehes to the side of the 
seed. - Additional fertilizer, to 
bring the total applied us to 
about 500 pounds of 8-16-16 


jper acre, should’ be bulk spread 


in the spring or plowed down 
in the fall. Wxtra nitrogen 
may be required for top yields 
on some farms, but you get the 
best recommendation from a 
soil test. 

e Plant the corn thick. To 
produce high yields and use up 
all the fertilizer you apply, a 
corn plant population of 14,000 
to 18,000 plants per acre is 
necessary. For 40-inch rows, 
adjust the planter to drop ker- 
nels every 9¥2inches (14,000 
plants) to 7% inches (18,000 
plants). 

e Plant corn slowly. The 
optimum tractor speed is three 
mph. and the maximum is four 
mph. It takes time for the ker- 
nel to go through the planting 
mechanism. At high planting 
speeds the kernels may hit the 
soil below the shoe and bounce 
back. This causes uneven 
stands and poorer yields. 

© Control weeds. Chemical 
Sprays like atrazine can re- 
place cultivation, if you use the 
overall application. Band 
spraying with atrazine or 2, 
4D will probably require at

Lindsay is faced with the 
prospect of being without the 
services of McArthur’s Ambu- 
lance. 

The discussion of ambulance 
service in Lindsay, which has 
been a topic of conversation in 
council and social circles for} 
some time, was brought to a 
head at a meeting of council 
Monday night. 


A letter was received by 
council from owner and 
operator of the ambulance 


service, Bruce A. McArthur. 
In the letter, he stated that 
he would withdraw his service 
at midnight on February 28th. 
unless approached by council 
and a satisfactory agreement 
made (Full contents of this 
letter are published elsewhere} 
in today’s “Daily Post.) 

The letter was read to mem- 
bers by Councillor Russell 
Taylor. A long discussion fol- 
lowed, with the end result 
being that Mr. McArthur 
should meet with the Board of 
Health and discuss his request 
with them. It was stated by a 
council member that this 
decision should be reached 
with that body first and then 
recommended to council for 
further action. 

Councillor Joseph Hutton 
stated that the council has no 
authority to subsidize a service 
of this type. According to the 
Municipal Act, our council 
cannot handle this issue.” 

Mayor Joseph Holtom clari- 
fied this statement. He said a 
recommendation for an ambu- 
lance subsidy must come 
through the Public Health 
Board. “This group has the 
power to act on behalf of the 
town in matters such as these. 
They must approve the issue 
first, then recommend it to 
council so it can be studied 
and placed in the budget.” 

The mayor said he under- 
stood the Board of Health had 
asked Mr. McArthur for an

audited statement of ambu- 
Jance expenses and revenues. 
‘J believe that no such 
statement has been submitted 
to the board. ‘Therefore, it 
has taken no action,”- the 
mayor concluded. 

The mayor explained to all 
council members that Lindsay 
was not alone in this problem. 
“There are a number of towns 
in Ontario which are currently 
studying this very same prob- 
lem. Some feel that an 
ambulance service should be 
maintained by the hospital and 
paid for by the Ontario Hos- 
pital Services Commission,” 
the mayor stated. 

A question was raised by 
one member of council as to 
the reason for Mr. McArthur’s 
statement that he had not been 
invited to attend a meeting of 
the Health Board. 

Town Clerk Bud Bates, as 
secretary of the board, explain- 
ed that at its December 
meeting, it was decided to 
invite Mr. McArthur to the 
next regular meeting “How- 
ever, the meeting of the board 
in January was listed. as a 
special one to study the tainted 
meat situation. After the meet- 
ing went into session, the 
members decided to call it a 
regular one and discuss other 
business as well, one item 
being the ambulance service.” 

It was recommended by 
Councillor Joseph Hutton that 
the Board of Health take im- 
mediate action on the problem 
and that adequate ambulance 
service be maintained for 
Lindsay. He also suggested 
that some thought might be 
given to establishing an 
ambulance service in conjunc- 
fion with the county. No action 
was taken on that issue. 

Council did recommend that 
the Board of Health meet with 
Mr. McArthur and try to make 
suitable arrangements for the 
continuation of the service..

DOES A SURVEY OF THIS TYPE 
REALLY REVEAL THE NEED? 

Conflicting reports have been heard lately concern- 
ing the prospects of obtaining low rental housing for 
Lindsay . ., Some say the chances are slim, based 
on the fact that there have been few applicants for 
housing for Lindsay .... Some say the chances are slim, 
based on the fact that there haye been few applicants 
for housing of the type proposed, following a survey 
carried out here several months ago, But do surveys of 
this type really reyeal the needs of a lot of people in the 
town? Somehow, in the light of what can been seen 
around Lindsay by those who wish to look, we are in- 
clined to doubt it. 

Lindsay has within its boundaries quite a lot of 
people who are yeally not adequately housed: They are 
living under conditons which would break the heart 
of many and certainly do nothing to holster morale or 
encourage self-improvement, In many instances, 
they can’t help themselves—they already haye “low 
rental housing”... , inadequate, in poor state of repair, 
cold in winter and otherwise deficient . . . but low rental. 

Whenever something happens in these places—a 
fire, for example—people flock to the scene, deplore 
the faet that people have to live under those conditions 
and that's it. Many of us in Lindsay can recall in- 
stances wherein children haye lost their lives because 
they were living under conditions which were not safe. 

The point we are trying to make is this... . Lind- 
say has Jaws which require that certain standards be 


maintained in the construction of a house and it has a 


building inspector who passes on such things, but 
there is apparently nothing to preyent a house from 
being rented which js in a state of advanced disrepair. 
If more adequate low rental housing cannot be built, 
shouldn’t it be at least possible to maitain a reasonable 
standard of existing housing for rental purposes? 

“NO FOUNDATION WHATSOEVER...” 

An unconfirmed rumour to the effect that Zeller’s 
Ltd, is planning to embark upon a major expansion pro- 
gram in Lindsay at a new location has been published 
under the guise of fact. Aware of the rumours which 
have persisted over several weeks, “The Post” has been 
in contact with the company’s real estate department in 
Montreal but nothing approaching a confirmation of the 
speculative reports was received. As a matter of fact, 
Mr. Richard Marvell, who is in charge of real estate 
for the company, said two weeks ago that the firm was 
naturally interested in Lindsay but any suggestion that 
land had been’ purehased for a new store site was just 
not true. He suggested at the time that it would be as 
well not to print anything concerning the rumour be- 
cause it was just that—a rumour. 

However, sinee a story has been published to the 
effect that the ‘‘deal” is on, . . that a local manufactur- 


ing company (Sylvester Steel Products Co. Ltd.) has ‘ 


sold its preperty to Zeller’s ... and that construction 


of the new store will follow demolition of the Sylvest- _ 
er plant... a further check has been made on the rum- ~ 


our, 

dames G, Kendrick, president of Zeller’s Ltd., told 
"The Post” today that any reports to the effect that the 
firm has purchased the property of Sylvester Steel 
Products Co, Ltd, “have no foundation whatsoever.” 
As for the new store the Zeller’s company is planning 
to open this year in a “medium size Ontario town,” Mr. 
Kendrick said “it is definitely not Lindsay.” 

Mr. Kendrick went on to point out that since Zel- 
ler’s already has an outlet in Lindsay it is Naturally in- 
terested in the town. Periodic surveys are carried out 
in Lindsay, along with several other communities, the 
company president disclosed. 

K. G, MacDuffee of Sylvester Steel Products Co, 
Ltd,, has also flatly denied that the company’s prop- 
erty has been sold, He said that at least three different 
firms has held talks with him about the property but 
absolutely nothing has been finalized. ‘We would be 
pleased to make news of this nature available if it were 
so and that’s about all I can say,” he told us this morn- 
ing. Mr, MacDuffee did indicate, however, that if such 
a thing were to develop, there would be no thought of 
Sylvester's leaving Lindsay.

THE DRUNKEN DRIVER 
IN WEST GERMANY 

While safety authorities in Canada are trying to 
have governments recognize a blood alcohol content 
of 155, as evidence of an impaired condition, the Min- 
istry of Justice of the West German government is dratt~ 
ing a law whereby a pint of beer consmed by a driver 
before an accident may be sufficient cause for the loss 
of his licence. 

The West German government is trying to combat 
the high rate of traffic accidents caused by drunken driv- 
ers, ‘This new law would reduce the alloowable quan- 
tity of aldohol in a person's blood from .157%, to OBE, 
The rule employed by the West German tvaftle spec- 
jalists is that one quart of beer consumed by a “norm- 
al’ person causes an aleohol content in his blood of 
b%. 

“The 1960 traffic death toll on West German roads 
was 14,000, while the injuries suffered climbed to 600,- 
000, Of some 60,000 persons whose driving permits 
were revoked, roughly 50,000 were listed as impaired.

OBJECTION! 

Obviously nettled by some of the reports which had 
appeared in the press concerning the caretaker of the 
Town Dump, Mayor Joseph Holtom served notice at 
last night's council meeting that he objects to town em- 
ployees talking to the press, unless authorized. His 
worship‘s objection begets an objection, 

We object strenuously to any suggestion that a 
town employee should be prohibited from talking with 
the press. Such a ruling would twice violate the Gana- 
dian Bill of Rights which provides for ‘freedom of speech’ 
and ‘freedom of the press’, It is not thinkable that any 
town employee should be ‘muzzled’? when the press ap- 
proaches. 

However, any freedom entails a certain amount of 
responsibility, in this case on the part of town employees 
and the press. A town employee has a perfect right to 
talk with the press and present his views. The press has 
a right to print them. At the same time it has an obliga- 
fon to check out the facts as fully as possible with the 
head of the department affected. Otherwise it only has 
‘one side of the story of which, as we know from exper- 
ence, there are usually two . . .one invariably a little 
different than the other. 

We are convinced the mayor's suggestion that 
town employees refrain from talking with the press was 
prompted, in large measure, by the fact that the town 
was placed in a bad light by the reports concerning the 
caretaker of the town dump. It would, nevertheless, be a 
serious situation if town employees were to be prohibited 
from talking with the press, We object to any sUggest- 
fon that they should be silenced, but we also defend the 
right of town authorities to expect to be consulted on 


matters which might prove controversial so that both .

POPULAR VALENTINE 
GIFT PLANTS 

One of the most popular 
gift plants for Valentine's is 
the Azalea. It is a shrubby 
evergreen that produces white 
pink, Tavender or red blooms. 

Here are some tips from 
horticulturists with the Ont- 
ario Department of Agricul- 
ture on their care. 

If you are given an azalea, 
place it in an east window at 
a temperature of 55° to 66°R. 
if possible. This will keep the 
plant flowering for a maxi- 


mum length of time, Azaleas 
like plenty of water, so water 
your plant well, once a day. 


It is a good idea to stand the 
pot in water fof 20 to 30 min- 
utes once a week. 

If you want to carry your 
plant over to next year, here's 
what to do. After blooming, 
repot in an acid medium us- 
ing mostly peat and a little 
soil. Do not use any alkali 
sand. ‘This is important to 
the azalea is an acid-loving 
plant, and will die if the soil 
becomes alkaline, 

After the danger of frost is 
past, the plant may be placed 
in acid soil or peat outdoors 
and kept in partial shade. If 
you want to prune your plant 
or pinch back scraggly growth 
this should be done prior to 
June 15th. 

During the summer, feed 
every 2 weeks with one ounce 
of ammonia sulphate and one 
ounce of iron sulphate to 3 
gallons of water. When fali 
comes, bring the plant in be- 
fore frost and store it in a light 
place at 45°F. In January 
move to a temperature of 
/60°F. with good light.

| For general or unidentified 
/stains in your sink, put the 
stopper in the drain and fill 
in the sink at bedtime wtih a 
mixture of vinegar and laun-

Avoid Blisters 

If new shoes feel as though-

them from arising at all. 

Keep ‘Em Fresh!

Caretaker of dump fired, 
set ‘‘hours of closing’ 


The caretaker of Lindsay’s 
municipal dump has been re- 
lieved of his duties. A letter 
to this effect will be sent to 
Jack Byng informing him that 
his services with the town will 
terminate on March Ist., 1962. 

Considerable discussion has 
centered around’ the caretaker 
during the last few days. 
Councillor Joseph Hutton told 
town council last week that he 
had received complaints of Mr. 
Byng swearing at people com- 
ing in to dump waste materials 
and that it was about time 
something was done about 
stopping it... “He has to go”, 
the councillor declared at that 
time, 

In the interval, the town 
property committee .has met 
and Mr. Hutton, as its chair- 
man, brought in a recommen- 
dation last night that Mr. Byng 
be requested to vacate the} 
shack he has been living in on 
dump property and notified 
that his services are no longer 
required, Date set for vacating 
the shack was March 1st. The 
recommendation was adopted 
withoutu opposition, 

Councillor Hutton specified 
that Mr, Byng be notified of 
the committee’s decision by 
letter. “I’m not going up 
there to tell him”, he declared. 

The councillor also said he 
had talked to Mr. Byng about 
one complaint and two weeks 
later the thing came up again. 
He said he had told Mr. Byng 
to gel in touch with him if 
there was any trouble. 

A suitable replacement for 
Mr. Byng was discussed after 
the councillor’s recommenda- 
tion was adopted. My, Hut- 
ton said that a person had of- 
fered to be caretaker of the 
dump “for free’, just asking 
that he could salvage some of 
the scrap iron thrown there. 
Mr. Hutton said this gentleman 
told him he would do a good| 
job and that if in six months 


his work did not please the 


council, he could be released. 

Council Russell Taylor won- 
dered why it wouldn’t be prac- 
tical to increase the general 
contract of the garbage col- 
Nector (now $18,500 and make 
him responsible — “he could 
engage his own caretaker”. 

Mayor Joseph Holtom, after 
learning that it cost $400 per 
year to bulldoze the dump, 
asked “Why do we need a 
caretaker?” 

Reeve Found, observing that 
there had been a lot of talk 
about the $12 a week Mr. 
Byng had earned, said: “Let’s 
talk about how much he makes 
on salvage ...I suspect he 
enjoys his existence very much 
and makes far more than we 
ever imagine.” 

It was also brought out 
during the discussion that the 
building presently occupied by 
Mr, Byng is not town property. 
This is his living quarters. 

Mayor Holtom said the town 
had not authorized Mr. Byng 
to live there. “It is understand- 
able that a caretaker must 
have a shelter while he is on 
duty at the dump, but not 
living quarters .. the town is 
under no obligation to provide 
a house.” 

Tt was at this point that 
Mayor Holtom stated - - - “It 
was about time town employees 
stopped talking to the press 
about their jobs.” 

The council concurred with 
Mr, Hutton and passed the 
recommendation to notify Mr. 
Byng of his termination as 


caretaker of the municipal 
dump.

Lindsay not THE “‘medium-size town’’ 
in which first new store to open 


“No foundation whatsoever.” 

Those are the words the 
president of Zeller’s Ltd. used 
to bluntly scotch a published 
rumour that tne firm has 
purchased the Sylvester Steel 
Products Go. Ltd. property in 
Lindsay. 

President James G. Kend- 
rick told “The Post” that any 
reports to the effect that his 
company has purchased the 
Sylvester property “have no’ 
foundation whatsoever.” He 
enlarged on this by. saying that 
nothing approximating finali- 
zation of the purchase of a site 
for a new Zeller’s outlet in 
Lindsay has transpired. 

Mr. Kendrick said that since 
the company operated a store 
in Lindsay it was naturally 
interested in the town. “Lind- 
say, along with several other 
communities, is included in 
frequent surveys by the com- 
pany,” he disclosed. 

Asked if the “medium size 
Ontario town” referred to in 
the published rumour referred 
to Lindsay, Mr. Kendrick said: 
“Lindsay isn‘t that town,” He 
declined to name the town 


Mr. Kendrick’s remarks 
parallel those made a couple 
of weeks ago by Zeller’s real 
estate department manager - 
Richard Marvell. At that time, 
Mr. Marvell said the company 
would like to think in terms of 
expanded facilities at Lindsay, 
but that there were no imme- 
diate plans for either enlarging 
the present store or moving to 
a new location, He indicated 
that the firm would be pleased 
to receive coverage of any 
decision to expand at Lindsay 
if it should come about, but 
there was nothing to report at 
this time.

CMHC rejects Lindsay’s

’-The official word from 
Toronto is that the Central 
Mortgage and Housing Cor- 
poration has rejected a pro- 
posed low rental housing!

Victoria County Judge John 
C.N. Currelly has ruled that 
Lindsay was within its rights 
in assessing property occupied 
by the Ontario Hydro Electric 
Power Commission on the cor- 
ner of Wglington and Lindsay 
Street north. He dismissed 
the appeal in County Court 
Wednesday. 

The case arose when the 
Hydro Commission objected to 
the town valuing a binlding 
it had erected in the assess- 
ment of the property it leased. 
Their assessment appeal was 
brought under the Power Com- 
mission Act which states that 
property of the hydro is 
exempt from tax under the 
Assessment Act, The Assess- 
ment Act states that buildings 
are considered land. 

Town Solicitor Joseph Staples 
presented Lindsay’s case and 
said that the Town Assessor 
Don Tofflemire was not assess- 
ing Hydro but the owner of 
the land. 

The property used by the 
Hydro Commission is owned 
by Mrs. Cecelia Jackson, who 
leases the property to them. 
However, under the lease it 
states that the tenant must as- 
sume the payment of the taxes, 
Mr. Tofflemire assessed he 
building and the land at $4,400 
because fhe erection of the 
building has improved the 
land. The argument was that 
the town was only assessing 
the owner of the land and that 
this building wasn’t the type 
of building contemplated by 
the Power Commission Act. 
The building on the property 
is used for offices, warehouse 
and storage.

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New Sheriff Takes Office Here Monday ° 


Former Premier 
pays tribute 
to appointee 


Major Everett Scott has been 
officially named Sheriff of 
Victoria County. 

The Hon. L. M. Frost announ- 

ced Thursday night that he 
had just received confirmation 
of Major Scott's appointment 
as successor to Mr. Jasper 
Forman. 

Recalling that Major Scott 
had been present on the Nor- 
mandy beaches on D-Day, Mr. 
Frost said he had a fine war 
record and has done an excel- 
lent job as a mail carrier. “I 
am sure he will have thousands 
of well-wishers as he takes 
over his new position,” the 
former premier declared. 

The new sheriff is a native 
of Lindsay, being born here 
on March 29th. 1905. He 
took all his schooling here, and 
has worked here most of his 
life, except for his war service. 

Mr. Scott took his elemen- 
tary education at Alexandra 
Public School in the North 
Ward and continued his high 
school training at Lindsay 
Collegiate Institute. Upon his 
graduation from Grade 13, he 
joined the Lindsay Post Office 
in the capacity of courier for 
the Royal Mail contract. This 
work consisted of delivering 
mail to the stations, and pick- 
ing up letters from the mail 
boxes. 

In 1986, he became a letter 
carrier with the post office: 
He married in 1937, taking the 
former Lilian Parks of Belle- 
ville for his wife. 

In 1939, Mr. Scott joined the 
45th Medium Battery in Lind- 
say and left for training on 
September 11th., 1939. He was 
in the army for six years, 
serving with many units, but 
always with the Royal Canadi- 
an Artillery. 

On D-Day, Mr. Scott was 
among the many who stormed 
the beaches of Normandy with 
the 3rd. Anti-Tank Regiment. 
The attack took the regiment 
through to Germany. He was 
discharged from the. army on 
August 11th., 1945 with the 
rank of major. He enlisted as 
a gunner. 

Upon his return to Lindsay 
after the war, Mr. Scott took 
up his duties at the post office, 


only as supervisor of the letter 
carriers. He remained a mem- 


ber of the local militia, and 


became officer - commanding 


of the armouries in 1948 in 


which position he served until 
1957, when he resigned from 


duty. 


Mr. Scott is an active mem- 
ber of many lodges in Lindsay. 
He is a member of the Sir Sam 
Hughes Branch No, 67 of the 
Royal Canadian Legion, and 
was secretary in 1946 and 1947. 
He is a Past Master of the 
Faithful Brethern Lodge No. 
77, Masonic Brethren and a 
second principal of the Mid- 


land Chapter of the 


Arch Masons,

Mr, Scott, in his spare time, 
4s an enthusiastic gardener, 
and has won many prizes and 
plaques for the best small 
holding under the Veteran’s 
Land Act. He said his hobby is 
gardening, especially in bush 
fruits, such as raspberries, He 
said he also likes growing 
flowers.

A change has been made 
in the procedure involved in 
hiring new staff by the Lindsay

A committee will now re- 
view all applications and 
recommend the appointments. 
The change came last week 
when Water Commissioner 
Duncan Sinclair told the 
commission he didn’t know 
what was going on in connec- 
tion with the hiring of a 
replacement for Mrs. Sander- 
cock. It followed the reading 
of two applications for the 
clerical job. 

After applications had been 
read from Glen Thomas and 
William W. Bundscho, Mr. 
Sinclair recalled how the 
Bundscho application happen- 
ed to be there. He said he 
had been approached by a 
Kent St. businessman who told 
him he understood a replace- 
ment was going to be needed 
for Mrs. Sandercock and re- 
commended that Mr. Bundscho 
be given consideration. Later, 
he said, a call came from Mr. 
Bundscho, a former Canadian 
Arsenals employee, asking for 
an interview. Mr. Sinclair 
said he felt it was a commission 
matter and recommended that 
an application be filed with 
it. 

It was noted also that there 
was a discrepancy in the age 
of the two applicants - Thomas 
was 19 and Bundscho, 35. “I 
feel we should advertise this 
position,” Mr. Sinclair said, 
adding, “I also think we 
should get someone of mature 
years . . .

Fair | Board issues: statement 
on Chamber of Commerce 
Merchants’ Building contract 


Lindsay Central I[xhibition 
has issued a statement con- 
cerning its contract with the 
Lindsay Chamber of Com- 
merce, 

Circumstances leading up to 
the contract, the conditions of 
the contract, and subsequent 
developments are contained in 
the following statement issued 
by the fair board: 

“In 1957 when the building 
in question became ayailable 
for commercial exhibition it 
was known as the “Automotive 
Building”. 

“The manager of the Cham- 
ber of Commerce at that time 
approached the exhibition 
board to consider renting the 
building to the Chamber’ of 
Commerce. The chamber had 
two thoughts in mind; one, that 
it rent the building in the exis- 
ting condition; and the other, 
that the exhibition board re- 
wire the building, install divid- 
ers and the outside walls be 
backed with composition 
board. 

“The Chamber of Commerce 
manager and his committee 
came back with a proposal to 
be brought before the Board, 
which was endorsed, that they 
would rent the building on a 
five-year termin its existing 
condition at $1,000 for the first 
year and an increase of $100 
per year thus giving a gross 
profit over five years of at 


least $4500.00 and each year 
a portion of this profit was to 
be spent in bringing up the in- 
terior to the plane which they 
had adopted themselyes such 
as rewiring, installing dividers 
and lining the outside walls to 
a medium height plus a ceiling 
if possible. The only money 
that actually was spent on 
‘this programme was in 1957 
“There was also a verbal 
agreement that the board 
would rent the building for the 
other 51 weeks for $300.00 
should the Chamber want to 
promote year around activities. 
In the spring of 1958 they held 
a Sportsman’s Show with a 
reasonable degree of success. 
The board being most interest- 
ed in seeing more use of the fa- 
cilities, it was agreed the 
Chamber would not be charged 
for the use of the building 
that year. They paid only for 
the hydro used. In regard to 
the area charges, an agree- 


ment was reached between the| © 


Chamber of Commerce and 
merchants exhibiting with the 
thought in mind that this 
would give a greater gross 
profit to help in their building 
plan. ,

Tile Drainage Assistance 


Many Ontario farmers dur-) This enables many farmers t

of their farm lands by the Tile 
Drainage Act. 2 

This assistance has been in 
the form of loans from the 
Provincial Government for the 
purpose of installing tile drains 
in individual farms. However, 
before a farmer can take ad- 
vantage of a loan through this 
Act, his. Township Council 
must pass a money by-law 
bringing the Act in foree in the 
Township. Although the orig- 
inal Tile, Stone, and Timber 
Drainage Act was passed in the 
year 1878, there are still quite 
a number of townships which 
have not passed the necessary 
by-law to enable their farmers 
to take advantage of this source 
of credit. 

A farmer living in a town- 
ship that has passed the by-law 
may, upon application to Coun- 
cil and upon their approval and 
the approval of the Treasurer 
of Ontario, obtain a loan of 84) 
of the total cost of his drainage 
enterprise at that time — but 
may not borrow more than 
$3000 for the drainage of any 
100 acre parcel of land or any 
piece of land smaller than 100 
acres. The rate of interest on 
{his loan is 4%. ‘The Joan is 
paid back over a 10 year period 
in eaual annual installments of 
$12.33 per $100 borrowed. This 
payment is collected by the 
township in the same manner 
as taxes and a default in pay- 
ment is treated the same as a 
default in tax payments. 

A montgage on the farm does 
not necessarily influence the 
ability of the owner fo obtain 
assistance since it is the town- 
ship council who makes the de- 
cision as to whether an appli- 
cant qualifies or not,

WOULDN'T THIS BE SIMPLE? 

Driving along the road to Toronto the other day 
and feeling a slight fatigue in the right leg because of 
a sticky accelerator pedal, we were struck with a bright 
idea. 

Every effort is being made to curb the high rate 
of highway’ accidents at present. It is acknowledged gen- 
erally that excessive vehicle speeds are all too frequently 
the cause of death and destruction. So far the only curb 
on speeding is the common sense of the individual driver 
and the fact that the transgressor may be caught in the 
act by the police. 

How would it be if all cars were fitted with an extra 
spring on the accelerator, so that only normal pressure 
would be required to attain a speed of 60 miles an hour, 
put at that point it would become somewhat of an effort 
to hold the car at an illegal pace? 

Some years ago a proposal to fit all cars with speed- 
controlling governors was dismissed, because there are 
times when extra speed is needed for safety, such as 
emergencies were passing other vehicles.

go home at noon | 


Out-of-town high school stu- 
dents, who made it to school 
Monday in a blizzard which 
struck late Sunday night re- 
ceived an unexpected holiday. 
Lindsay Collegiate Institute 
Principal William S. W. Breese 
announced to the students 
shortly before 11:30 a.m. that 
all out-of-town students would 
be dismissed from regular 
classes at 12:45 p.m. following 
the second lunch period. 


He said reports he had re- 
ceived showed the side roads 
were beginning to drift badly 
and it was feared that the bus- 
es might get bogged down if 
they did not leave as early as 
possible. “However”, he as- 
serted, “the school is not 
closed, and town students are 
required to attend the rest of 
classes Monday and Tuesday.” 

Mr. Breese said that if it was 
at all possible, the buses would 
bring the out-of-town students 
in Tuesday. “That, of course 
depends on the road ~ondi- 
tions”. It was announced that 
four buses didn’t make it 
through tes «eesng. They 
were carrying students from 
Fenelon Falls, Little Britain, 
Valentia and Pontypool. 


Around the District 

High school students weren’t 
the only ones to get snowed un- 
der by the sudden blizzard. 
Many municipalities were com- 
pletely isolated for several 
hours eis Hereeme as snow- 
plows had difficulty keeping 
roads clear. Pontypool and 
the Bethany area, were still 
fighting to clear roads by 
10:00 a.m. this morning. Plows 
finally succeeded in clearing 
some of the main highways, 
but high winds are drifting 
the snow back over the roads 
as fast as they are plowed. 
Departments of Highways of- 
ficials in Pontypool said that 
the plows were working con- 


tinuously in an effort to keep! 


the majority of the snow off 
the roads, 

North of Lindsay in the Fen- 
elon Falls area, plows are 


working trying to clear travel- 
ling space. Reports from there 
say that winds are really blow- 
ing and snow is drifting lreav- 
ily. One traveller from Powles 
Corners said that many cars 
had been left abandoned along 
the road towards Lindsay. 

Farther north around Cobo- 
conk, the snow was just begin- 
ning at 8:30 a.m. Reports say 
that winds were almost nil 
during the night and there was 
very little drifting. However, 
this morning the winds had in- 
créased and snow was begin- 
ning to swirl over the road- 
ways. 

Minden reported snow-cuver- 
ed highways and bad drifting 
in places. Plows were at work, 
but were slowed down by the 
re-drifting of the snow. 

Up in Haliburton, the sky 
was clear of snow but overcast. 
Threats of snow were appear- 
ing in the east, according to 
reports from there this morn- 
ing. Winds were fairly vigour- 
ous and snow was beginning to 
drift. 

Over on Lake Simcoe, around 
the Brechin area, roads were 
reported fo be clear this morn- 
ing, but drifting was starting 
to occur in places. 

In Town 

It was estimated that over 
five inches fell on the town 
during the night, with winds 
piling the snow in places a 
foot or more in height. Snow- 
plows, graders, scoops and 
trucks were busy long before 
breakfast this morning in an 
effort to clear the main arter- 
ies for business traffic. The 
Board of Works Department 
called out all the trucks and 
equipment. Their job is to 
clear the main artery, Kent 
Street for all services. 

It is reported that main high- 
ways through Lindsay are the 
first item, with the ambulance 
routes, bus routes and the main 
street following in close suc- 
cession. Work is expected to 
continue for sometime yet, as 
more snow later in the morn- 


ing added to the work. 


Pioneer Haliburton man 
has 102nd birthday 


A man who was born in 
Lindsay 102 years ago Febru- 
ary 17th., was the recipient of 
many good wishes on his birth- 
day. Mr. William Gregory is 
the man and he is currently 
staying at the home of his 
daughter, Mrs. Mae Cook in 
West Guilford. He has been 
largely confined to his bed for 
some time following a fall 
after which he contracted 
pneumonia. 

Born in Lindsay on Febru- 
ary 17, 1860, Mr. Gregory is 
the son of the late George 
Gregory and his wife Charlotte 
Sawyer. At the age of nine his 
parents moved to the farm now 
owned by Mr, Ed. Elstone on 
Sawyer’s Lake. 

Mr. Gregory recalls stand- 
ing beside his mother at their 
cabin door while a number of 
Chippawa canoes crossed the 
lake enroute from a hunting 
expedition. 


The Gregory family later 


re-located on a Harburn farm 
and it was here in 1881 Mr. 
Gregory brought his bride, 
Miss Margaret Bateson of 
Peterboro. 

Before moving to the town 
of Haliburton in 1915, 11 child- 
ren, three of whom died in 
infancy, were born to Mr. and 
Mrs. Gregory: Ethel, Mrs. John 
Todd of Burkes Falls; Richard 
a sniper in the 109th. Battalion 
who was killed in action No- 
vember 29, 1916; Mabel, Mrs. 
Donald Roberts of Trail, B.C.;

EDITORIALS.... 


THE PROSPECTS ARE BRIGHT ... 

The prospects on Lindsay’s construction front in 
the foreseeable future are bright and this will come as 
heartening news for those who earn their living in 
in building and allied trades. 

For a time, as the Ontario Girls’ Training School 
was entering its final phase of construction, the pros- 
pects in this field didn’t appear too good as fay as Lind- 
say was concerned, In the meantime, there are at 
least two major building programs to be started here 
soon and several lesser projects are in the making 
throughout the district. The two buildings to be erect- 
ed in town—the composite school addition to the Lind- 
say Collegiate Institute and the federal building to house 
the new post office and other federal government ag- 
encies, hold promise of considerable employment in the 
next few months. This should, along with normal act- 
ivity in the industry, auger well for the town’s economy. 


TAKING THE INITIATIVE... 

In the wake of the recent and continuing case of 
the alleged marketing of meat considered unfit for 
human consumption, meat processors are taking the 
initiative in the matter of getting their products certi- 
fied. E\vidence of this is contained in a recent dispatch 
from the Canada Department of Agriculture. 

The departmental news release reads in part: 

“Mm the first six weeks of 1962 the federal Health 
of Animals division has received more than 70 appli- 
cations from fir msfor inspection of killing and meat 
processing plants, Dr. K. FP, Wells, Veterinary Director 
General of Canada, announced today. 

“The influx could be traced directly to the recent 
outcry against uninspected meat allegedly being retail- 
ed to the public, he said. Previously applications came 
in at the rate of one or two a month. 

“Dr Wells pointed out that the law requires the 
Meat Inspection Service of the division to inspect plants 
from which the product is shipped out of the province 
or out of the country. Such products carry the Canada 
Approved stamp. 

“Meat establishments in Canada under federal in- 
spection total 230 and comprise 65 large animal slaugh- 
ter plants, 68 poultry slaughter and processing plants, 
and 97 meat processing plants. 

“Dr, Wells said the growing list of opplications for 
federal meat inspection is made up of firms volunteer- 
ing for inspection to satisfy retailers who want the 
Canada Approved stamp on the product, and consumers 
who have begun expressing the same wish. He added 
federal inspection has already been extended to some 
applicants; other applicants were in the process of quali- 
fying. 

“Killing plants require veterinary inspection of 
every animal and bird before slaughter and in the course 
of slaughter. Some phases of inspection are carried 
out by trained assistants. There is a shortage of veter- 
inarians in Canada and the Health of Animals division’s 
strength of approximately 530 veterinarians, is not suf- 
ficient for all the Department's program.” 


THE YEAR OF THE BIG CHANGE 

The year 1962 may well go down in local history 
as the year of the big change because change there 
certainly has been. 

Reflect for a moment, if you will, on the changes 
which have occurred in the personnel of various offices, 

The Hon. Leslie M. Frost, began the new year in an 
entirely different role to that he held in 1961; Victoria 
County got a new judge—His Honor J. C. N. Currelly— 
replacing Judge J. A. McGibbon who died suddenly 
last fall; the county also has learned of the appoint- 
ment of two new officials—Sheriff Hyerett Scott and 
Registrar M. W. (Monty) Robson; Lindsay appointed 
two new officers—Town Clerk Bud Bates who, until 
recently, had been acting clerk; and Town Solicitor 
Joseph Staples, who had been acting town solicitor for 
some time; This week Art Bates, Town Hall caretaker 
for several years, announced he wished to retire; the 
Water Commission lost the services of a valued em- 
ployee—Mrs. Alma Sandercock—who was forced to 
resign her position for health reasons. 

There were probably other changes in personnel 
which do not immediately come to mind. . However, 
sufficient have been mentioned to illustrate the fact 
that this has indeed been a year of change. 


HAS THE TIME COME? 

Lindsay’s municipal dump has been in the news 
quite a lot lately in one way and another, But then 
the town dump has been in the news off and on for 
years. However, it has now come to the point where 
the town has to make further provision for taking care 
of it. 

Judging by some of the reports, this place (the 
dump) seems to be something of a treasure chest... 
It provides a fair amount of salvage which can apparent- 
ly be sold at a profit. This, coupled with the fact that 
the town is now going to be called upon to hire another 
person to look after it, (or rescind its earlier decision 
and give the present caretaker another chance) raises 
the question of what form this care will take... How 
much it will cost and so forth. 

A few years ago, the town was advised to consider 
an incinerator. At that time it was, as now, In the pro- 
cess of providing sewage disposal facilities and set 
aside the idea of an incinerator. Has the time now 
come to reconsider this idea? 

There are many reasons for wishing to get rid of 
the present system of destroying burnable garbage 
and waste material which consists merely of keeping a 
number of fires burning and sending a pall of smoke 
drifting over the surrounding countryside. If the sal- 
yage obtainable is worthwhile, would it be possible to 
get someone set up in the incinerator-salvage business 
on behalf of the town? To say the least it would seem 
practical to explore the idea. Perhaps enough could be 
shaded from the cost of the projected sewage disposal 
system to make il practical to build an incinerator and 
let someone interested in the salvage business operate 
it In return for earnings from the salvage. 


Reports and Remarks... 


NEW TYPE PENS FOR POST OFFICE LOBBIES 

The old fashioned nib pens which have adorned post 
office lobbies for the last half-century have seen their 
last days. According to+an announcement released re- 
cently by the Postmaster General, the Hon, William Hamhi- 
ton, the nib pens being used on lobby counters in post 
offices are to be replaced by modern ball-point pens. 

Starting immediately, all the old pens in larger post 
office lobbies will be replaced with an improved type 
of ball-point pen adopted after a long period of experi- 
menting with various kinds of writing equipment. Mr. 
Hamilton acknowledged that for some time it had been 
realized the old style pens were outdated and in many 
cases became useless after a very short time in service. 

The new pen is black and gold and is equipped with a 
94 inch chain for attaching to a desk or counter to dis- 
courage “borrowing” by absent-minded patrons, 

Im a nostalgic mood, the Postmaster General recalled 
various uses served by the old pens. He recalled lobby 
“dart games”, the ease with which patrons could cover 
their hands with ink and make addresses and names 
quite indecipherable. He expressed hope that the modern 
pens would not only eliminate many of the problems 
faced by post office patrons but that they would also pre- 
serve the postal service from the indignation of many 
patrons who emerged second-best from an encounter with 


the old-time nibs. 


HOW CAN SLUMLORDISM 


BE ATTACKED 
From a pot pourri of 


solutions and counter-solu- 


tions, all aimed at removing the abscess of slumlordism, 
Chicago has finally introduced effective counter-meas- 
ures which should go considerable distance in piercing 
the enigma. ‘That city, disturbed by mounting costs of 
subsidizing substandard housing inhabited by welfare 
families—and the attendant sociological problems 
coupled to low tax yield, has enlisted the aid of the fire, 
health and building inspection departments. ‘These, 
together with the social welfare department, will form 
cohesive units to harrass owners of such properties. 

The plan works like this; when a social worker 
visits a family drawing relief, he pays particular atten- 
tion to the physical qualities of the accommodations, ie., 
fire escapes, plumbing facilities, heating and general ob- 
solescence, If any violations are noted he reports these 
to his office. The Welfare authorities will then deduct 
rent allowances from the monthly relief cheque. The 
welfare recipient is also warned not to make any at- 
tempt to pay rent. 

This action now places onus on the slumload. In 
order to evict he must present his case personally to 
court. : 

At the same hearing, a representative of the wel- 
fare agency asks for a stay of action until such repairs 
to the property are made and property brought up to 
minimum standards. ‘ 

This forces slumlord to either demolish or renovate. 
He is also warned by the court to refrain from any at- 
tempt to secure back rents pending disposition of case. 


Standing on threshhold 
of new era, U. C. women told 


Miss Anne I Ward, executive 
secretary of the Board of 
Women of the United Church, 
in her address during the Bay 
of Quinte inaugural service, 
said “Remember that we are 
standing on the thresheld of 
a new era. It is hard for us 
to assess the significance of 
it all. We are going forward 
in faith, The future holds 
much that we can not know 
nor anticipate.” ; 

She reminded her listeners 
of the rich heritage of the 
pioneer women who organized 
themselves on the frontiers, 
and who went as missionaries 
into fields where no women 
had ventured previously. 
“God”, she said, “moved in the 
hearts and minds and wills 
of these dedicated women who 
accomplished great things. 
Now in the twentieth century, 
these conditions no longer 
exist. Today there is no aspect 
of the Church’s work in which 
we cannot share. 


Miss Ward emphasized that 
this new movement is not so 
much women’s work, as women 
working. Nothing is really new, 
it is an outgrowth of the old. 
Everything new is the inevit- 
able result of what we have 
been and what we have done. 
Some people are reluctant. to 
give up the old ways, and can 
see no virtue in the new. 
Others are so eager to grasp 
hold of the new, that they 
overlook the value of the old. 
She remarked that two things 
are needed: 1. We need a re- 
newal of our conception of 
what it means to be the 
Church, (God’s people), 2. We 
need to stretch and enlarge 
our understanding of the 
mission of the Church. She 
stressed the fact that this new 
organization is no longer a 
part from the main stream of 
the Church, nor is it any longer 
exclusively concerned with 
women’s work, but it exists for 
the purpose of preparing wo- 


men to live and work as mem- 
bers of the Church, not as 
members of a woman’s organi- 
zation. 

One definition of a congre- 
gation is “an instrument of 
mission”. “The real task of 
the’ people of God is our wit- 
ness outside the walls of the 
Church, in the community, the 
nation and the world. There is 
evidence of expectancy and 
readiness on the part of 
men to enter into this new 
phase. But we must remember 
this new thing cannot be our 
Own creation. There must be 
a renewal of our spirit and our 
dedication that we may be 
God’s witness in our own 
generation, We are only in- 
struments in the hands of 
God for the building of His 
(Church, for it is God alone who 
makes things new. Let us truly 
dedicate ourselves that we may 
fulfil His purpose in the 
world,”

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Inspectors tell court 
of purchasing meat 


A man charged with selling 
meat unfit for human consump- 
tion has been committed for 
trial by a higher court. 
Magistrate R. I. Moore, presid- 
ing at a preliminary hearing 
here on Thursday, found there 
was sufficient evidence to com> 
mit Edward Peconi, of Argyle, 
for trial. Mr. Peconi was 
represented by Defense Coun- 
sel H. ©. Richardson of 
Lindsay. The defendant 
pleaded not guilty at the 
hearing. The crown was re- 
presented by S. B. M. Graham. 


At the hearing RCMP Cpl. 
0. J. Lutes told of his visit on 
Sept 13th. to the Peconi re- 
ceiving plant at Argyle. He 
was accompanied by Cpl. E. 
Drayton. When Peconi was 
found to be absent from the 
receiving plant, and evidence 
heard revealed that the inspec- 
tors proceeded to a small cold 
storage plant near Beaverton. 
Arriving there they introduced 
themselves as businessmen 
from Detroit and Windsor, 
interested in starting a meat 
business and wishing to know 
if Peconi could supply them. 
The crown witness stated that 
Peconi showed them a large 
carton of meat of which there 
were possibly a 100 all told. 
There were also, he testified, 
a large number of wooden 
crates containing meat. Cpl. 


Lutes said he examined one} 


carton and offered to pay 26 
cents a pound. He said the 
accused stated he could supply 
five tons a month or every 
other month at which point the 
corporals stated they were 
not buying but were getting 
ready to set up in business. 

On November 38rd., the court 
was told, the two men again 
visited the receiving plant at 
Argyle. Testimony was heard 
that the accused offered to 
sell at 25 cents a pound and 
that he asked them how they 
proposed to handle and sell 
the meat and they replied that 
they would place the meat they 
were purchasing in the centre 
of good meat. Corporal Lutes 
testified that Peconi sold him 
a carton of meat and charged 
$13 for it and he also produced 
the counter sales slip used in 
the transaction.

Lindsay’s Board of Health 
instructed its secretary to ask 
the OWRC to look into the 
Linwood Heights development 
project from the standpoint of 
septic tank installations. 

Chairman Marshal Stephens 
told the board he and inspector 
looked the 
housing site over following re- 
ceipt of a letter from Council- 
lor M. DeGroat. “They figure 
to put 20-25 houses in there, 
and that hollow (referring to a 
land contour) would just be pol- 
luted with septic tanks . . . It 
doesn’t look satisfactory, there 
would be too many septic 
tanks. Weldon put in sewers 
before ever starting to build. 
They should all do that.” 

Mayor Holtom: “What sub- 
division are we talking about 
now... ?” 

Inspector Newhbigging ex- 
plained that the subdivision 
under discussion was Linwood 
Heights and that there are 39 
lots registered in the plan. He 
said he had spoken to Mr, Sleep 
who told him he had no inten- 
tion of connecting to the sewer 
at the present time. Mr. New- 
Digging also noted that the 
land area was greater than the 
prescribed need for septic tank 
installations.

Town Engineer, J. N. Tim- 
berlake, estimated the removal 
of boulevards in the Kent - 
Albert Street area to be in 
the neighbourhood of $17,000. 
This was contained in two 
reports presented to Lindsay 
Council Monday night. 

The first report dealt with 
the removal of one boulevard 
on Albert Street for one block 
north and one block south of 
Kent Street. The report stated 
that the east side of Albert 
would be the logical side. From 
Peel Street to Russell Street is 
a distance of 900 feet and the 
cost would be $6,000. It was 
learned that this cost would be 
split evenly by the town and 
the Department of Highways, 
at $3,000 each. In the report 
as well, a new sidewalk was 
advocated by the engineer 
from Kent Street to Russell 
Street at an estimated cost of 
$2,000. This would be paid 
for by the town and property 
owners. The town would as- 
sume the major part of the 
cost, in the figure of $1,352.22 
and the property owners would 
pay $240.28. 

The second report was on 
the removal of the boulevard 
on Kent Street. However, the 
engineer only estimated the 
cost for the 912-foot south side 


strip between Albert and 
Adelaide Streets. The recom- 
mendation from the police 


committee was to remove the 
boulevard from Sussex to An- 
geline Street. 

The estimated cost of the! 


which the town would pay 
$2,668 and the Department of 
Highways $8,004. It was noted 
that permission for removal 
of the boulevard would have 
to be obtained from the De- 
partment before any work can 
be done. The reason for this, 
it was learned “was because 
Kent Street is part of a main 
highway system.

ACNE PROBLEM 
The acne problem is still 


with us. Each succeeding gen- 
eration of teen-agers is beset 
by facial blemishes 
disrupt their social life, and 
often leave deep psychological 
scars as well as facial dis- 
figurement. Consider these 
two short notes received this 
morning: 

Dear Dr. Steincrohn: I am 
14 years old. My face has 
pimples and blemishes. I wash 
my face 2 or 3 times a day with 
warm water and plenty of 
soap. I bought some medicine. 
It didn’t seem to do any good.

cure for my face? Thank you 
very much. - - Little Miss 14. 


Dear Dr. Steincrohn: I am 


a miserable teen-ager with 
aene. I try to eat the proper 


foods. I get enough sleep and 


wash my face often. All to no 
avail. The question is, what 
kind of medicine should I 


try? Thank you. - - Miss K. 


COMMENT: Two important 
words are missing in each of 
and 
many young- 
sters do, these two are trying 
to fight it all out by them- 
selves. When you consider how 


these letters: “doctor” 


“parents”. As 


stubborn is the ailment with 
which they have to struggle, 
this is a mistake. A youngster 
needs all the help and en- 
couragement he can get. 


Parents should take the first 
step in co-operation. Their job 
is to let their youngster know 
how much they understand 
and sympathize. You can’t 
possibly imagine how much 
this helps. Especially when 
the parent insists that the boy 
or girl go to the family doctor 
or to a skin specialist for’ 
regular treatments. Only the 
doctor, with continuing pro- 
mises of overcoming the acne 
sometime in the future, can 
buoy up the downhearted 
patient. He will institute a 
regime of treatment which 
includes local medicines, diet 
and any other special sugges- 
tions which have helped other 
patients in the past. It is true 
that acne is sometimes stub- 
born, but the youngser should 
have someone like parent and 
doctor to turn to without feel-

If the anemia is associated 
with a hypothyroid condition, 
it will not improve unless the

If the anemia is a primary 
anemia (like pernicious anemia 
or due to a fish or beef tape- 
worm, for example) all the iron 
in the world will not cure the 
anemia. 

Therefore, as I see it, you 
require complete study to 
determine the cause of your 
trouble. Perhaps a consultation 
is in order. I’m sure your doc- 
tor will agree if yours is a 
stubborn diagnostic problem.

A eulogy to Jasper Forman 


Tribute has been paid to the 
successor of Mr. Jasper For- 
man as the new Victoria 
County Sheriff and it is the 
purpose of this item to record 
some of the many attributes 
of Mr. Forman in relation to 
his long service to the county, 
the province and his country. 

“Mr. Forman has had the 
four-fold job of being Sheriff 
of Victoria County, local 
Registrar of the Surrogate 
Court. In spite of the demands 
of his office, he served for a 
term as president of the 
Canadian Legion in Lindsay, 
past president of the Lindsay 
branch of the Red Cross, chair- 
man of the Board of Bduca- 
tion, a member of the High 
School Area Board, and cam- 
paign manager for the 
Community Chest. He has 
been a member of the Rotary 
Club for several years and 
has filled various important 
positions as a member of 
Queen Street United Church. 
He has also been a member of 
the Lindsay Curling Club. 

Born in the Township of 
Eldon of English parentage 
tracing back to “William the 
Conqueror’, Mr. Forman re- 
ceived his early school training 


of honest hard work, When he 
reached the late ‘teens the 
Trans - Continental Railway 
was” engaged in building a 
span of tracks in Northern 
Ontario and he signed on the 
work crew. After this spell of 
labor with the railway he re- 
sorted to farming and settled 
for a short time before the war 
in Eldon and Fenelon Town- 
ships. 

He enlisted in the 388th 
Infantry Battalion in 1916 and 
after a biref training period, 
he was sent to France, spend- 
ing two year’s in front line 
fighting, 

Many stories have come 
from the war and Mr. Forman 
has a great storehouse of them 
because he saw a great deal of 
action serving with the Signal 
Corps. Familiar battleground 
names like Hill 70, Vimy, Pas- 
chendale, Amiens and numer- 
ous others roll off his tongue 
as he, ‘at infrequent times, 
engages in conversation re- 
garding World War One. After 
two years he emerged with no 
less than 8 medals, His decor- 
ations, which he seldom wears, 
consist of the Distinguished 
Conduct Medal, which at the 
time was second only to the 


there and learned the meaning Victoria Cross, a bar was added 
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to the D.C.M. and the Military 
Medal awarded, 

Pollowing hard on the ex- 
citement of war, Mr. Forman 
was shipped back to Canada. 
He took up the task of farming 
in Fenelon Township, As time 
went on, he again became 
active in politics, agriculture 
and business. He served as 
reeve of the township for five 
years and was a director of 
the Farmer’s Mutual Fire In- 
surance Co. At the same time 
he was able to solve his farm 
problems during the years of 
depression, 


Authorities recognized his 
talents and in 1984 he was 
appointed by the Hepburn 
administration to the offices 
from which he recently resign- 
ed. 

When the crisis of 1989 
arose and war resulted, Mr. 
Forman was granted a leave of 
absence from 1940 to 1945 to 
serve as a lieutenant in the 
Veteran Guards of Canada, He 
became an adjutant at an 
interment camp. 

At all times throughout his 
active career, Mr. Worman 
constantly expressed his con- 
fidence in the youth of the day, 
He was wont to give this advice 
to young people: “Worship 
God, honor the Queen, respect 
constituted authority and a-

GAS-:PRODUCING FOODS 

Dear Dr. Steincrohn: People 
seem to have conflicting ideas 
about which foods produce gas. 
I suffer terribly from gas and 
not a day passes when I don’t 
have to take something for 
relief, I know there are many 
who have this trouble. I would 
appreciate any help or infor- 
mation you may give to me. 
-- Mrs, F. 


COMMENT: There isn’t a 
universal gas - producer. One 
man eats a dish of baked beans 
and suffers discomfort; the 
other eats it with impunity. A 
woman has sauerkraut, cab- 
bage or radishes with her 
dinner and sleeps well; an- 
other is up all night because 
of distress from gas. Johnnie 
eats two pocketsful of green 
apples and goes his merry way; 
but little Willie munches on 
one and comes down with gas 
and cramps. 


For the most part, it’s a 
matter of gas-producing people 
rather than gas - producing 
foods. Hach one of us, by re- 
peated uncomfortable experi- 
ence, learns to stay away from 
the trouble makers, 

As for your problem, Mrs, 
¥., I believe that daily dis- 
comfort after food deserves 
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investigation, It’s easy to 
blame if on the food and not 
on yourself. 

Haye you had a medical 
checkup? Indigestion (of which 
gas is only one symptom) may 
be due fo many medical con- 
ditions, To consider one, for 
example: how is your gall 
bladder? Your doctor will 
eliminate the possible causes 
jof unnatural discomfort from 
gas. If he finds none, then you 
both can concentrate on elim- 
inating foods that might be 
guilty of being gas-producers.

COMMENT: I know of no 
“suaranteed shots’? which will 
cure psoriasis. I realize this 
condition tries the patience of 
the sufferer, but another skil- 
led dermatologist is still a 
better bet for relief - - if not 
for guaranteed cure.

Perhaps if does But how can 
we fell. when we know that 
sometimes calcium deposits 
will disappear in some patients 


without any medical treat- 
ment? 

The best treatment for 
bursitis is early treatment. 


Trouble often comes when the 
patient has allowed too much 
time to pass, (weeks or months) 
before getting expert help. By 
that fime he may have an im- 
movable joint and calcium 
deposits. If you go to your 
doctor early he has a choice of 
therapy: heat applications, 
moderate exercise, X ray treat- 
ments, injection of hydrocorti- 
sone into the bursa, diathermy 
or wtrasound.

So many people are SO tired. 
Sometimes they go through life 
this way without seeking help, 
Others, like yourself go to the 
doctor and all they hear is 
that the cause is “nerves.” 

Unfortunately, nerves (emo- 
tional illness) is a common 
cause of fatigue But the con- 
dition should never be brushed 
aside. If it is due to “nerves” 
then the doctor should use 
every possible aid to overcome 
it. The patient can’t always 
work it out by himself. 

If it isn’t due to emotional 
upset of some kind, then the 
doctor should seek carefully to 
find a physical cause. The 
“tired-to-death” patient de- 
serves all the sympathy and 
care the doctor can give.

The need for a third bridge 
across the Scugog River was 
suggested by R. EB.

PERMANENT EMPLOYEES BENEFIT MORE 
There are no figures available to indicate how much 
of the public’s money is spent each year on sending 
elected representatives to conferences and conventions. 
A conservative estimate is that in this country it amounts 
to several hundred thousand dollars annually. There is a 
natural tendency to wonder just what benefit the public 
receives in return from these excursions. 


There are some elected persons who apply them- 
selves assiduously to learning some of the problems which 
face municipalities across the country and to studying how 
these problems are met, in order that they may deal more 
effectively with similar problems at home. However, 
there is no guarantee that these people are going to be 
returned to office indefinitely, even for one more term 
To a large extent, then, what is learned by them is lost to 
the community. 


The shame is that more permanent officials are not 
allowed to attend these conventions and conferences, 
many of which are of a technical nature and beyond the 
scope of even the most ardent elected official. There is 
some assurance that the permanent official will be in a 
continuing position to give the municipality the benefit 
of what he learns at such sessions. Certainly he is in a 
far better position to assimilate what goes on, and to 
apply this knowledge to the betterment of his municipal 
responsitility. 

Probably no indivdual in our Canadian working force 
takes more pride in his work than the public employee. 
The money spent to improve his knowledge of his job is 
a wise investment by the community in its future. And 
since, in the final analysis, the elected representatives 
depend heavily on the knowledge and experience of the 
permanent employee in making policy decisions, CANA- 
DIAN MUNICIPAL UTILITIES suggests that the time is 
long past for recognition of the important role the civil 
servant plays in the operation of efficient municipal 
government.

C of C to operate 
on $350 deficit 


The Lindsay Chamber of 
Commerce is expected to oper- 
ate in 1962 on a deficit of $350. 
This estimate was contained in 
the budget figures presented 
at the director's meeting 
held in the committee room of 
the town hall on Monday night. 

The budget for 1962 was 
reviewed and it was pointed 
out that increases in member- 
ship and grants from the town 
and county were necessary to 
permit operation of the Cham- 
ber without its having to 
embark on a program of fund- 
raising projects. 

The members felt that the 
overall membership dues 
should reach a maximum of! 
$4,500 which would be an 
jincrease over 1961 of $1,275. 
It was also anticipated that 
the grants would amount to 
$2,500 which would be an 
increase of some $950 over 
1961. 

However, even with these 
increases in that portion of the 
budget, the net result would 
still be $350 in the red. This 
means that the Chamber will 
be operating on that amount of 
deficit for the year of 1962.

Sick animals 


need care 


When it comes to curing sick 
animals on the farm, good 
nursing can mean the differ- 
ence between a fast recovery 
and a slow problem case, says 
Dr. Howard Neely, of the 
Ontario Veterinary College. 

Just noticing a sick animal, 
calling a “Vet”, making the 
diagnosis and administering 


'| the treatment doesn’t mean the 


animal is sure to get well. 

Dr. Neely looks at it this 
way: If the animal is worth the 
time and expense of a vet call, 
then it’s also worth all the care 
and comfort you can provide 
for it until if recovers. 

He suggests you keep these 
nursing tips in mind the next 
time you have a sick animal on 
your farm, 

© Isolate sick animals from 
the rest of the herd - preferably 
in a box stall that is well ven- 
tilated but draught-free. This 
allows the cow to make herself 
more comfortable than when 
she is tied, 

e Provide plenty of clean, 
dry bedding. A warm, dry bed 
is important especially if a 
high temperature is involved. 
It also prevents pressure sores 
if the animal is sick for any 
length of time. 

© Lots of fresh clean water 
is Important in the treatment 
too, It keeps the body-fluid 
level up and helps the animal’s

The “Little Music Theatre” 
brought to Lindsay an enjoy- 
able and somewhat unusual 
program for the second Com- 
munity Concert of this season.

WITH ALL THIS ELECTION TALK.... 

With all the election talk which is going the rounds 
these days on the federal front and income tax time 
coming up, there is one thing which has never been ex- 
plained by the present administration, nor was it 
tackled by its predecessors. We refer to the fact that 
discrimination is shown in the matter of income tax 

,.« Federal members of parliament get $2,000 more 
ihoome tax exemption than the ordinary man on the 
street which, to put it mildly, is grossly unfair—espec- 
ially since it is the man on the street who has to pay for 
this special privilege. What a mockery this sort of 
thing makes out of all the high-sounding talk about no 
discrimination! 

The fact that Canadian parliamentarians 
Jegislate special privileges for themselves and retain 
them with impunity and without effective opposition 
js a sad commentary on ‘government of the people, by 
the people and for the people.’ It shows just how far 
removed the government has become from the people. 


ARE TOWN COMMITTEES 
REALLY JUST COMMITTEES? y 

Are all town committees (committees of Lindsay's 
1962 council) really just committees? That's the question 
a number of people are asking around Lindsay these 
days in the light of recent developments. The reason they 
are concerned about this is because a town committee con- 
sisting of a majority of council members is really not just 
a committee .. . Its recommendations can become the voice 
of council. For exampte, if the Board of Works Com- 
mittee, being comprised of a majority of council members, 
meets on the ‘Q.T.’ and arrives at a decision, it can sub- 
mit it to council and by the sheer strength of its own 
membership, ram the decision down the necks of any 
opposing members. 

A committee to be a true committee, should be com- 
prised of Jess than half ot the members of council. Other- 
wise, it is actually the council . . . Its decisions cannot be 
effectively opposed, no matter how wrong they may be, 
by a minority of council — those outside the committee, 

There are indications that Lindsay, this year, is 
getting too much government by committee and not by 
council, A short life for such an administration is not 
too difficult to envisage. ‘ 


THE WAITING IS OVER... 

The waiting is over and the United States has blasted 
into orbit astronaut John Glenn. By the time this paper 
is printed the outcome of the venture will be known. 

One of the things which causes the man on the street 
more concern than anything else about projects of this 
kind is the astronomical cost of these space flights... . 
The very thought of some of the staggering sums being 
spent on this sort of thing is cause of concern too. 
Enough money is blasted away in each of these ‘shots’ 
to provide the basic necessities of life for countless people 
who are now without them . .. Enough money goes up in 
the air or dissipates itself in fire and smoke to make the 
difference between a meagre existance for thousands of 
people (largely by reason of heavy taxation needed to fin- 
ance them) and having a little to spare. 

Can the WEST, or the EAST for that matter, really 
afford to ‘blow’ their resources away like this? . . . 
Wouldn’t it be saner to get our house in order here on 
earth before trying to take over outer space? Is the 
glory of sending a man in orbit, once, twice, thrice, or even 
a score of times around the earth, worth the price of being 
paid? 

In the meantime, there seems to be little the people 
who ‘pay the shot’ can do but look on and try to get their 
Money’s worth in amazement and amusement out of the 
currently playing “Race for Outer Space” . . . It looks as 
though it will have a long run. 


MORE ABOUT RENTAL HOUSING... 

“The Property Owner and Building Maintenance”, 
official publication of the Ontario Owners’ Association, 
figures there are two sides to the low rental housing story 
too... . In an article appearing in its January issue, the 
periodical cites what it calls “oversimplified and briefly 
stated disadvantages” as follows: 

1. Low cost housing inevitably means subsidized hous- 
ing, if publicly owned. 

2. In all cities where it has been tried, the hoped-for 
subsidy of 10% has increased 55 to 70 per cent. 

3, If produces unfair competition with private enter- 
prise. 

4. It makes an unfair load on other taxpayers — 
MOST of whom are living under lower standards than 
those in the subsidized units. 

5. It aggravates rather than remedies its own causes 

6. Can force eventually both homeowners and busi- 
ness out of town. 

7. In concentrated form, depreciates neighbouring 
property. 

8. It does nothing for the self-esteem of the sub- 
sidized occupants. 

After citing these factors in opposition to so-called 
low rental housing, “The Property Owner’ declares, 
quote: “All these faults can be corrected by encourage- 
ment of private enterprise to do the job; they can do it 
for almost the same rents and at no cost to the taxpayers. 
This cannot be done, however, if zoning and building re- 
strictions, or assessment policy are such as to discourage 
or prevent logical improvements.” ; 


THE BRIDGE... 

The Wellington Street bridge is back in the news 
again and suggestions are being advanced that something 
be done about improving this crossing of the Scugog River. 
There are those, with no interest in preserving the town’s 
landmarks, who would replace the structure entirely to 
speed up the flow of traffic in the area. Would this he 
wise and would it really ease the situation?

AT CHILDREN"”S HOSPITAL 

medical research unit started work recently at 
the London Hospital for Sick Children at Great CEmens 
Street, Britain leading, children’s hospital. It is wor EG 
on Leukaemia under the general direction of ies Le 
A.A, Moncrieff, who is both professor Child Medicine 
and the Director of the Hospital Medical School, , 

iewed in the BBC General Overseas Service 
‘Science and Industry’, Professor Moncrieff 
explained that in this disease the circulation was crowd- 
ed out with white blood corpuscles of an abnormal 
kind, and hence it had been given the name leukaemia, 
which meant ‘white blood’. These corpuscles ore 
from part of the body which made blood, and in child- 
ren chiefly from the bone marrow, though possibly to 
some extent from the lymphatic glands, It was roe a 
form of cancer diffused throughout the body. The 
primitive cells in the bone marrow seemed to go mad 
and turn out vast numbers of very immature white celle: 
“They crowd out a lot of the red blood-cell formnig 
apparatus, so that these unfortunate patients become 
anaemic, and because there aren't enough normal white 
blood cells, they become very susceptible to infections,” 
Leukaemia was a specially serious disease in children, 
because they always got the acute form, which up to 
date had been inevitably fatal, It was one of the forms 
of cancer in childhood and was today one of the most 
important causes of death, becuuse other diseases— 
particularly those caused by bacteria—were being got 
under control.

Professor Moncrieff went on to say that with the 
new research unit they would be able to test chemicals 
direct on to these cells, to try to prevent them multiply- 
ing, stopping their food supply, and then seeing if they 
would die off without harming the normal cells of the 
body. It had already been found that a. chemical call- 
ed Mercapto-Purine would destroy leukaemic cells, 
but unfortunately it also attacked normal cells, and its 
effect wore off after a time, Research was a long 
and laborious process,

ABOUT AN ENORMOUS INEQUITY 

Surely it’s time to put some teeth into our anti-jay- 
walking laws. Oh yes, we do have such laws, though 
watching the carefree waltzing of pedestrians you would 
hardly think so, Here’s what the laws say: 

© A pedestrian may not cross an intersection that is 
controlled by signals when the lights are against him. 

e A pedestrian may not enter a crosswalk if a ve- 
hicle is so close that it is impossible for the driver to stop, 

© When crossing at any point other than at a con- 
trolled intersection or crosswalk the pedestrian must yield 
to all traffic. 

These laws are adequate. Without being oppressive 
they define, quite clearly, the pedestrians’s legal respon- 


sibility. But totally inadequate are the means available 


to the police for enforcing the laws. 

At the root of this inadequacy is an enormous in- 
equity: A motorist, whether or not he has violated a (raf- 
fic law, must produce his licence, and thus his identity, 
to a police officer on demand. There is no such obliga- 
tion on the part of the pedestrians, even if they have 
committed some infraction of the traffic’laws that apply 
to them. 

If a police officer wishes to ticket a pedestrian he can 
only request the offender's name and address. If the 
pedestrian refuses, the officer may either take him to 
the station for questioning or release him without laying 
a charge. Generally speaking the police, with manifold 
duties of greater importance, take the latter course. The 
result is that police frequently do not even bother to stop 
jaywalking pedestrians. 

What wonderful laws we have, from an offender's point: 
of view, when even the police can enforce them only with 
extreme difficulty. We say that it's high time the diffi-

But it isn’t 
even second cousin to the 
sweet potato.

PLANT YOUR GLOXINIA 
TUBERS IN FEBRUARY 
If you are thinking of grow- 


| ing gloxinia, you should be 


getting ready to plant them 
any day now. If you haven't 
frown this plant with it’s large, 
velvety leaves and broad fubu- 
Jar many - coloured flowers, 
these suggestions from horti- 
culturists with {he Ontario 
Department of Agriculture 
might help: 

Plant the tubers with their 
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hatterbox. 


sand. When the plants are 
large enough, place them in 5| 
to 6 inch pots, setting them to 
the same depth as above, 

The potting mixture this 
time should be one part soil, 
and one part leaf mold or peat, 
and 4 part sand, 

They need a temperature of 
60 to 65 F. and good light, but 
Should be shaded from direct, 
strong sun, Be careful not to 
Over-water or wet the leaves. 
Tf you follow these steps, your 
plants should start blooming 
in May and continue through- 
out the summer until Septem- 
ber, 

In the fall, gradually dry and 
rest the tubers in pots of soil, 
at a temperature of not under 
45 F. until the following 
February, when they may be’ 
started again. : 

If you already have gloxinia 
and want to increase the num- 
ber you haye, new plants may 
be grown from leaf cuttings. A 
cutting, when rooted, will pro- 
duce a tuber and then a plant 
which will flower in about 5

New maximums run from $8,000-$9,500 


Teachers at both Lindsay, 
Collegiate Institute and Fene- 
lon Falls High School have re- 
ceived a raise of $200 per year 
on the maximum salary wage 
rates. This would mean that 
teachers qualified and listed in 
one of four categories, will 
have a higher maximum pay to 
advance to before they must 
qualify and change to higher 
category. 

The category wage rate is as 
follows: 1-wage rate $7,600 to 
$7,900, board paying $8,000; 
2—wage rate $8,000 to $8,300, 
board paying $8,300; 3—wage 
rate $8,600 to $9,100, board 
paying $9,100 and 4—wage rate 
$9,100 to $9,400, board paying 
$9,500. 

Other wage increases for the 
coming year, include the prin- 
cipal, secretaries and supply 
teachers. 

It was approved by the board 
that Phincipal W. S. W. Breese 
receive a $500 increase this 
year. With this raise, it was 
stated by Management Com- 
mittee Chairman P. McGuire 
that Mr, Breese would be with- 
in $500 of his maximum wage 
rate.

BUDGETS $500 
FOR CONVENTIONS 


One of biggest 
in province, 
says principal 


Lindsay Collegiate Institute 
{s one of the biggest second- 
ary schools in the province of 
Ontario. So stated LCI prin- 
cipal William Breese at a meet- 
ing of the school board Wed- 
nesday night. 

“We have the biggest school 
between, Toronto and Kingston 
and it is getting bigger all the 
time. We must setup an organ- 
ization which will operate a 
large school of this nature ef- 
fectively and efficiently”, he 
Stated. 

He said that it was proposed 
that by the time the vocational 
school was completed, over 
1,700 students would he at- 
tending LCI. ‘We will prob- 
ably be the biggest schools in 
Ontario outside the Metro 
area”, the principal comment- 
ed. 

Mr. Breese went on to say~ 

“last year was a heavy year 
for new Grade IX students and 
I expect an even heavier one 
this year. We also had over 
90 pupils return which we 
didn’t figure on. This could 
be due perhaps to the indus- 
trial groups advocating that 
educations is very important 
for better jobs.” 
Mr. Breese said that a con- 
servative estimate for 1962-63 
would be a school population 
of 1,260 students. “It might 
run close to 1,800, but that 
remains to be seen’, he con- 
cluded.

Pay boosts 
key factor; 
urge check 


The overall estimated in- 
crease in costs for 1962 a- 
mounts to 15% more than the 
anticipated final costs for 
1961, according to a letter 
from Dr. Urquhart, chairman 
of the Ontario Hospital Ser- 
vices Commission, to the Ross 
Memorial Hospital Board of 
Governors, re;1962 budget. 

The chairman explained that 
the increase appears to be at- 
tributed mainly to an increase 
in salary and wage levels for 
all groups of employees. He 
states however, that this does 
not imply necessarily that all 
of the other areas of hospital 
operation should not be exam- 
ined. 

In the letter, Dr. Urquhart 
went on to say that it was 
recognized that the level of 
depressed in relation to in- 
pay for hospital personnel was 
dustry in general at the in- 
ception of the plan, so provi- 
sion was made at that time 
for increases which were 
bound to occur. “Further 
wage rate increases’, he said, 
“should now more nearly ap- 
proximate those occurring in 
other industries,” 

‘The Commission stressed the 
urgency of stringent review of 
costs on the part of hospital 
boards, but that they should 
also endeavour to maintain a 
reasonable quality of patient 
care. 

The letter was filed for fu- 
ture reference.

Coffee, The Brown 


The coffee you pluck from your 
Brocer’s shelf has had an inter- 
esting career before it finally 
achieved its destiny in your 
kitchen, 

It comes from a full, glossy- 
Teafed tree-shrub growing some- 
where in the tropics, not too far 
from the equator. In bloom, the 
coffee tree is filled with white, 
fragrant blossoms, After the blos- 
soms fall, coffee cherries form 
which slowly turn from green to

Minister 
proposal 


for dayliner service 


Passenger train service in 
Lindsay may not be a dead is- 
sue according to Mayor Joseph 
C. Holtom. This came to light 
ina report issued by the Mayor 
on a meeting with the Minister 
of the Department of Trans- 
port in Ottawa on Thursday. 


The mayor said the minister, 
L. Balcer, was very agreeable 
to the suggestion put forward 
by Victoria County Warden 
John Alton, Planning Board 
Chairman James McQuarrie 
and himself. “He took some 
notes and promised that he 
would look into the matter 
right away”, the mayor stated. 

The three men travelled to 
Ottawa to attend the special 
meeting, which was’ arranged 
by Clayton Hodgson, M.P., for 
this riding, on Thursday. The 
Mayor said he was very pleas- 
ed with the sympathetic and 
understanding hearing given 
them by the Minister of Trans- 
port. 

Recounting the 
Mayor Holtom said: 


meeting, 


“We reviewed, with Mr Bal- 
cer, the fact that some 60 to 
75 years ago, people of Lind- 
say and Victoria County had 
put out a great deal of money 
(over 200,000 dollars in muni- 
cipal debentures) to bring in 
the railways, and we feel that 
there is still an obligation on 
the part of the C.N.R. to con- 
tinue to provide a suitable ser- 
vice, especially now that Lind- 
say is without any passenger 
trains whatsoever. We im- 
pressed upon the Minister that 
the C.N.R. did not try to give 
a modern, well-managed pass- 
enger service to this area and 
that the statements of loss of 
revenue which was presented 


at the hearing in Lindsay were 
misleading and questionable 
and were based on antiquated 
and out-dated type of rail ser- 
vice.” 

“We suggested very strong- 
ly that this matter be reviewed 
by the Department of Trans- 
port and that the C.N.R. be 
urged to inaugurate a type of 
dayliner seryice between Lind- 
say and Toronto, This service 
should be operated efficiently 
and on a type of schedule that 
would not only service this 
area but the various municipal- 
ities between Lindsay and To- 
ronto. This modern passenger 
service should be put on a trial 
basis for at least six months.” 

The members of the com- 
mittee, the Warden, Mayor and 
Mr. McQuarrie feel that the 
trip was very worthwhile and 
they said they would assist the 
Federal Government to review 
and assess the problem here 
and to deal realistically with it 
in the interests of the citizens 
of Lindsay and Victoria Coun- 
ty. 

Mr. Holtom said he would 
like to thank Mr. Hodgson, 
M.P. for his help and guidance 
in this matter.

Her doc- 
tor will discover how you can 
salvage nervous energy by 
planning your day so that you 
do not drain your resources, 
Bach case of nervous exhaust- 
ion is a problem unto itself.

There have been almost as 
many recommendations for 
the treatment of burns as there 
are for colds. But a good 
standby has always heer ap- 
plication of some oily sub- 
stance to take the sting out of 
it. Who hasn’t had some bul- 
ter smeared on a slight burn 
to make him more comfort- 
able, 
But lately I have been hear- 
ing of the advantages of a 
simple new therapy. Its in- 
gredients are usually at hand 
for instant use: water and ice. 
For first-aid emergency treat- 
ment it is excellent according 
to a recent paper in the Jour- 
nal of the American Medical 
Association, by Dr, Alex G, 
Shulman of Los Angeles. 

No matter how severe the 
burns, if they affect Jess than

face, you can find relief and 
get excellent healing if you 
cool immediately with 
water of ice-cold compresses. 
Pain disappears as if by 


magic, and you will get less 
redness and blistering; and it

we prescribe insulin for the 
patient to help overcome this 
deficiency, 

Now, there is another kind 
called “diabetes insipidus”, in 


which there is some sort of 


trouble in the secretions of the 
pituitary gland or in a large 
network of nerves which sup- 
ply it. As a result, the patient 
drinks enormous quantities of 
water every day and passes 
quarts of urine, 


To overcome this the doctor 


prescribes a hormone from the 
posterior pituitary gland, In 
powder form, this can be ap- 
plied to the mucous membrane 
of the nostrils from which it is 
absorbed. Its action lasts any- 
where from three to vight 
hours; then it is repeated. 
But miraculously, it cuts 
down the thirst and excessive 
urination. Perhaps this is the 
Kind of diabetes your friend 
has. Some patients require in- 
jections; others get treatment 
directed to the pituitary gland 
itself,

ANGINA PECTORIS 

Dear Dr. Steincrohn: Two doc- 
tors tell me I do not have an- 
gina pectoris, They base their 
diagnosis on the fact that all 
my electro-cardiograms have; 
been normal. Yet, I keep get-! 
ting pain in the chest and down 
one arm if I walk fast up hill. I 
have to stop until the pain goes 
away. Is it possible to have an- 
sina with a normal electro- 
cardiogram? Mr. W. 

Comment: It’s possible, Of- 
ten “resting” HCG’s will be nor-
